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DEPEW  -  BOYD  -  JONES 


The  following  is  condensed  from  "Family  History  of  East  Tennessee" 
by  J.  M.  Boyd  sr.  of  Ford|town,  Term,  as  printed  in  the  Jonnson  City 
Press -Chronicle  from  Feb.  2b  through  Kerch  and  April,  1939* 


...Until  about  1796,  when  Tennessee  became  a  state,  the  land  was  a 
territory  of  N.  Carolina.  Until  about  the  same  time,  what  is  now  Kentucky 
was  a  territory  of  Virginia.  The  line  running  east-west  between  these 
two  territories  had  not  been  legally  established.  settlers  in  Sullivan 
county,  Term,  did  not  Know  definitely  whether  they  were  in  Virginia  or 
N.  Car.  (Sullivan  county  up  to  17&9  was  part  of  Augusta  county,  Va.  In 
17 72  it  became  part  of  Botetourt  county,  Va .  Then  it  became  part  of  Fin- 
castle  county  with  courthouse  near  Wytheville.  In  1776  it  became  Washington 
county.  Hawkins  county,  first  called  spencer  county  was  formed  from 
Sullivan  county.) 

...Rock  Spring  Valley--so  named  from  a  large  spring  with  a  natural 
stone  wall  about  five  feet  high  on  three  sides--lies  on  the  south  side  of 
Holston  river  (South  ForK )  just  opposite  Cooks  valley  on  tne  north  side. 

The  concrete  bridge  of  the  new  highway  connecting  Kingsport  and  Jonnson 
City  is  the  lower  end  of  this  valley.  Its  main  streatm,  Carretts  Branch, 
empties  into  the  river  about  three  hundred  yar^jj  below  this  bridge.  (Do 
not  mistake  this  for  Kendricks  Creek  which  empties  into  the  river  almost 
opposite  the  south  end  of  the  bridge.)  The  valley  is  about  k  miles  long  by 
one-half  wide.  It  has  two  schools,  Rock  Spring  and  Pactolus,  and  two 
Methodist  churches  bearing  the  same  name  respectively.  A  modern  school 
building  is  being  erected  at  Rock  Spring. 

The  ridge  fo  the  south  of  this  valley  seems  to  have  been  regarded  by 
early  settlers  as  the  boundary  line  between  Virginia  and  N.  Carolina  set¬ 
tlements.  This  was  a  mistane  of  at  least  ten  miles.  South  of  this  ridge  a 
short  distance  is  Kendricks  Creek,  near  which  is  located  Double  Springs 
Baptist  church.  This  must  be  the  oldest  church  of  the  denomination  in  this 
section,  since  it  is  named  in  Sullivan  county  deed  bools  as  early  as  1792 . 

One  of  the  first  settlers  in  that  region  was  Henry  Clark  of  Pendleton  county, 
S.  Carolina.  Some  of  his  descendants  still  live  there. 

In  1760  Major  William  Campbell's  company  of  inen  from  Virginia  responded 
to  John  Sevier's  call  for  help  to  stem  the  tide  of  the  victorious  Eritish 
army  in  the  Carolines.  The  British  Gen.  Ferguson' had  threatened  to  cross 
the  mountains  into  East  Tennessee  and  hang  John  Sevier  with  the  rest  of 
the  leaders.  On  Campbell's  arrival  at  Fort  Long  Island  (tnen  known  as 
Fort  Patrick  Henry)  he  found  tne  Cherokee  Indians  on  the  warpath. 

Isaac  Depew  and  James  Boyd  of  Botetourt  county,  Virginia,  were  with 
Major  Campbell's  company.  Since  all  able-bodied  men  were  leaving  for  the 
fight  against  Gen.  Ferguson,  Maj.  Campbell  detailed  a  number  of  men  to 
remain  to  guard  the  women  and  children.  Jaji.es  Boyd  who  was  a  good  Indian 
fighter  was  chosen  among  others  for  this  detail. 
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Isaac  Depew  with  scores  of  other  Botetourt  county  men  crossed  the  moun¬ 
tains  witii  Campbell,  Sevier,  Shelby,  Carter  and  others,  and  helped  win  the 
victory  of  King's  Mountain,  a  turning  point  of  the  American  Devolution. 

Isaac  Depew  was  a  captain  under  Landon  Carter.  ^ 

In  1792  Isaac  Depew  and  Pis  friend  James  Boyd  came  back  to  East  Tennes¬ 
see.  Isaac  Depew  bought  a  farm  at  tne  foot  of  Bald  Mountain,  acout  five 
miles  west  of  Kingsport  at  what  is  now  Depew's  chapel,  wnere  Roller  Depew, 
a  great-grandson  died  recently.  Captain  Isaac  Depew  spent  tne  remainder 
of  his  life  there,  dying  at  age  96  in  1634,  and  was  buried  at  the  church  he 
had  helped  to  build  on  his  own  farm. 

The  Depews  were  French  Huguenots,  driven  out  of  trance  oy  the  Catholic 

king . 

...About  the  year  -I69O  the  grandfather  of  Isaac,  Gauthier  (Walter) 

Depew  left  France  for  London,  England.  His  son  John  Depew  was  born  there 
in  1726.  In  1748  John  Depew  came  to  America,  locating  first  in  N o  W  Jersey. 
Isaac  Depew,  his  oldest  son,  was  corn  in  middlesex  county,  N.  Jersey, 

Sept.  16,  1738.  (Recorded  in  his  application  for  pension,  filed  in  Archives 
Building,  Wasnington ,  D.C.)  A  few  years  later  John  Depew  moved  to  Botetourt 
county,  Va.  and  bought  a  farm  on  tne  main  valley  road  not  far  from  Fincastle. 
He  was  the  father  of  seven  sons:  Isaac,  Elijah,  A  cram,  James,  John  Jr. 
Samuel,  and  Jacob.  (Also  a  daughter,  all  named  in  nis  will  on  file  in 
Botetourt  county  at  Fincastle).  John  Depew  Sr.  died  at  his  Boutetourt 
county  home  in  1611,  age  60. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  Isaac  Depew  was  tne  only  one  of 
John's  sons  who  came  to  Tennessee,  ana  ne  came  with  his  liie  long  friena 
James  Boyd.  Three  of  Isaac  Depew's  cniluren  married  iixto  tne  Boyd  family. 

Captain  Isaac  Depew  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Jane  Jones, 

wnorn  he  married  in  Eotetourt  county,  Va.  in  I78G,  just  after  he  returned 

from  the  battle  of  Kings  Mountain.  His  secona  wife  was  Virginia  Grimes,'' 

whom  he  married  at  Blountville,  Tenn.  a..out  l6G0  ,  and  by  whom  he  Had  seven 

children,  there  being  ten  children  oy  his  first  wife. 


1.  Landon  Carter,  son  of  Col.  John  and  Elizabeth  Carter  wno  moved  to 
Watauga  settlement  early  and  was  one  of  the  13  commissioners  of  1 772-- 
was  euucated  at  Liberty  Hall,  N.  Carolina,  now  Daviuson  college;  served  in 
the  Revolutionary  war  ana  was  at  Kings  Mountain.  In  176k  he  was  one  of  the 
district  auditors  for  Washington  and  Sullivan  counties,  ana  was  secretary 
of  the  first  convention  to  organize  the  state  of  Franklin.  tie  was  Lt  .  Col. 
of  Washington  county  militia;  married  in  1784,  was  parent  of  7  children ; 
died  1600,  buried  in  Carter  cemetery  at  Elizabe thton ,  Tenn.  Carter  county 
was  named  for  him,  and  Elizabethton  was  named  for  his  wife.) 

2.  Jane  Jones  was  sister  to  John  and  Charles  Jones,  likewise  pioneers  in 
Sullivan  county,  Tennessee.  (See  Jones  Genealogy)  The  marriage  bond  of 
Jane  Jones  and  Isaac  Depew  is  on  file  in  Fincastle,  Botetourt  county,  V a. 

3.  Perhaps  tne  numoer  ten  chilaren  by  first  wiie  is  an  error.  Certainly 
there  is  no  record  of  that  many;  though  some  may  nave  died  in  infancy. 

4.  His  will  is  on  file  at  Fincastle,  county  seat  of  Boutetourt  county,  Va.

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Captain  Isaac  Depew  applied  far  a  pension  from  Sullivan  County  in 
l8p2,  cut  two  years  later  he  died^age  96,  before  proof  was  completed, 
and  the  pension  was  not  g ranted. 

There  is  no  fact  in  history  more  firmly  fixed  in  the  memory  of 
the  descendants  of  James  Boyd  ana  Capt.  Isaac  Depew  than  tne  fact 
tnat  the  two  men  were  in  Maj.  William  Campbell's  company  of  men,  vino 
came  to  this  community  in  1780  on  their  way  to  the  battle  of  King's 
Mountain. 2  The  writer  (J.  M.  Boyd)  who  is  a  great-great-grandson  of 
James'  Boyd,  often  heard  his  father  (George  V .  Boyd)  who  was  a  son  of 
Dancy  Depew  ,  Captain  Isaac's  youngest  daughter  by  his  second  wife, 
tell  of  how  his  mother  would  often  speak  in  glowing  pride  of  the  part 
her  father  played  in  winning  our  independence  from  the  British.  Yet 
in  spite  of  this,  I  have  never  so  far  found  anything  in  the  written 
annals  of  Tennessee  or  Virginia  that  named  Capt.  Depew  as  a  soldier. v 
In  Summer's  Annals  of  Southwest  Virginia  he  is  mentioned  several  times. 
Tne  date  of  his  marriage  to  Jane  Jones  is  given.  But  no  word  of  nis 
military  service. 


1.  Among  pension  records  in  the  National  Archiv.es  Building,  Washington, 

D.C.  is  a  file  numbered  Depew,  Isaac,  R  2892 ,  giving  the  following  in¬ 
formation  supplied  by  himself,  regarding  his  service  in  the  Devolution: 
Born  Sept.  16,  1758  in  Middlesex  county,  h.J.  Enlisted  in  1778,  served 
4  months  as  private  in  Capt.  Gilmore's  company,  Col.  Christy's  (Chris¬ 
tian's)  Virginia  Regiment;  enlisted  in  1777  and  served  3  months  as 
private  in  Capt.  Paxton's  company;  enlisted  aiid  served  3  months  as 
private  in  Capt.  John  Mills'  company ,  Col.  William  Preston's  Virginia 
regiment;  enlisted  in  1780  or  1781  and  served  6  months  as  private  in 
Capt.  John  Mills'  company,  Col.  William  Campbell's  Virg;ir:ia  regiment; 
served  3  months  as  captain  under  Col.  Landon  Carter  to  repel  the  Chero- 

kees  and  was  in  engagements  with  tne  Cherokees  and  in  the  battle  of 

Guilford.  Applicant  stated  that  in  1778  he  resided  in  Botetourt  county, 
Va.;  in  1052  he  lived  in  Sullivan  county,  Term . (Application  contained 

no  family  data.) 

2.  John  Fiske  in  "The  American  Revolution"  vol.  2  describes  the  battle 

of  Kings  Mountain:  The  approach  of  hostile  forces  ana  rumor  of  Indian 

war  had  aroused  the  hardy  backwoodsmen ,  men  who  dwelt  in  these  wild 
and  romantic  glens.  Accustomed  to  Indian  raids,  these  quick  and  reso¬ 
lute  men  were  always  ready  to  assemble  at  a  moment's  warning;  and  now 
they  came  pouring  from  all  directions,  through  the  defiles  of  the 
Alleghenies ,  a  picturesque  and  motley  crowd,  in  fringed  and  tasseled 
hunting  shirts,  with  sprigs  of  hemlock  in  their  hats,  armed  with  long- 
knives  and  rifles  that  seldom  missed  tneir  aim.  From  the  south  came 
James  Williams  with  his  400  men;  from  the  north  William  Campbell  of  Va., 
Benjamin  Cleveland  and  Charles  McDowell  of  N.  Carolina  with  580  follow¬ 
ers;  from  the  west  Isaac  Shelby  ana  John  Sevier...  By  September  30, 

3000  of  tnese  "dirty  mongrels"  as  Ferguson  called  them--men  in  whose 
veins  flowed  the  blood  of  Scottish  Covenanters,  French  Huguenots,  and 
English  sea  rovers... 

3.  On  file  in  the  DAR  library,  Washington,  D.C.  is  a  booklet  consist¬ 
ing  of  names  of  Revolutionary  soldiers,  which  was  found  in  manuscript 
form  "under  the  vault  of  Fincastle  court  house"  in  1948.  The  list, 

a  muster  roil  of  Virginia  militia,  contains  tne  naii.es  of  Isaac  Depew 
and  his  brother  Samuel. 
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Yet  in  the  same  Annals,  James  Boyd  and  his  brother  Robert  are  listed  as 
soldiers  of  the  Revolution  from  Botetourt  county,  Va.  The  'writer  can 
think  of  only  one  reason  for  this.  The  early  Depews  as  Huguenots  were  a 
very  retiring  and  deeply  religious  people.  They  performed  their  duties 
as  citizens  without  any  effort  or  desire  to  ce  noticed.  Marriage,  however, 
was  a  solemn  religious  rite  and  they  were  anxious  that  it  be  properly  re¬ 
corded.  Perhaps  their  experience  with  the  government  at  the  time  they  were 
exiled  from  France  on  account  of  their  religious  belief  had  something  to  do 
with  their  want  of  supreme  reverence  of  autnority.  Isaac  Depew's  brother 
Samuel  was  once  fined  in  Botetourt  county  lor  walking  off  and  leaving  a 
jury  in  the  middle  of  a  case.  It  was  the  Scotch  and  Irish  in  tne  Boyds 
that  saw  they  received  just  recognition  for  their  civic  and  military 
achievements . 4 

It  is  said  that  France  lost  300«000  of  her  best  trained  artisans  when 
her  Catholic  king  drove  them  into  exile.  Capt .  Isaac  Depew  had  the  mechan¬ 
ical  skill  of  his  grandfather  Walter  Depew,  who  was  one  of  tnose  Huguenot 
exiles.  Isaac  Depew  was  one  of  the  finest  cabinet  maners  of  his  day. 

He  built  spinning  wheels  for  flax  and  yarn,  old-fashioned  three-cornered 
china  closets ,  tables,  and  all  kinds  of  house  furnishing,  much  of  which  can 
still  be  found  in  this  section.  There  are  perhaps  at  least  100  skilled 
workmen  living  today  in  Washington  and  Sullivan  counties  in  v*nose  veins  - 
flows  the  blood  of  Isaac  Depew.  Skilled  workmen  are  not  the  only  product 
of  that  blood.  Washington  county  has  at  least  two  prominent  men  of  his 
blood:  Elbert  S.  Depew,  editor  of  the  Jonesboro  Herald  and  Tribune,  and 
D.  M.  Guinn,  attorney,  both  great-grandsons  of  Capt.  Isaac  Depew.  Miss 
Lucy  McGregor  of  Temple,  Texas,  a  prominent  newspaper  woman ,  is  a  great- 
great-grand  daughter.  John  Depew,  youngest  son  of  Capt.  Isaac  Ddpew  by  his 
first  wife,  was  a  magistrate  in  the  Rock  Spring  community  for  years,  a nd 
at  one  time  trustee  of  SulLi van  county.  He  was  the  grandfather  of  Edicor 
Elbert  S.  Depew  of  Jonesboro  and  Dr.  E.  0.  Depew  of  Kingsport.

James  Boyd  and  Capt .  Isaac  Depew  were  fathers  of  tne  two  pioneer 
families  tnat  settled  in  tne  upper  end  of  this  valley.  The  Boyds  are 
of  Scotch-Irish  descent,  coming  originally  from  Scotland. 

While  scouting  for  Indians  James  Boyd  selected  a  farm  lying  east  of 
Double  Springs,  and  belonging  to  Henry  Clark.  In  1792  Boyd  and  Depew 
came  uack  to  tnis  land  of  their  cnoice .  Ja.ues  Boyd  bought  his  farm  of 
200  acres  from  Henry  Clark.  The  records  at  Blountville  sho w  that  James 
Boyd  sold  his  hendricks  Creek  farm  in  1796  to  Charles  Jones  of  Botetourt 
county,  Va .  and  bought  a  farm  in  the  gap  of  the  ridge  about  one  mile  east 
of  Pock  Spring  church  where  Squire  J.  F.  Carrell  now  lives.  Here  he  spent 
the  rest  of  his  life,  dying  about  lbHO,  age  90.  He  too  sleeps  on  his  own 
farm,  after  the  custom  of  most  Virginians  of  that  day. 

James  Boyd's  baby  daughter  married  William  Carroll  who  came  down  from 
Virginia.  The  other  daughter  married  a  Wexler  in  the  lower  end  of  Rock 
Spring  valley. 

Jan.es  Boyd  was  tne  great-grandf a tner  of  the  writer  (J.M.  Eoyd), 
who  is  the  son  of. George  W.  Boyd  and  Mary  IraK,  who  was  the  son  of  Rufus 
Boyd  and  Nan-cy  Depew  (youngest  daughter  of  Capt.  Isaac  Depew),  who  was 
the  son  of  William.  Boyd  and  Eliza  Douglas,  who  was  tne  only  son  of  James 
Boyd.  One  has  a  right  to  feel  at  name  when  he  can  stand  in  the  aoor  of 
his  father's  old  home  and  see  tne  graves  of  six  generations  of  his  people.

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James  Boyd,  like  his  life  long  friena  Capt.  Isaac  Depew,  married 
before  he  came  to  Tennessee,  but  we  do  not  know  the  family  name  of  his 
wife.  They  had  four  children,  an  only  son  William  and  three  daughters. 

William  Boyd  Jr.  was  born  about  the  year  1700,  but  whether  in  America, 
northern  Ireland  or  Scotland,  we  have  no  record  at  present.  He  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  had  nine  children:  John,  James,  Robert,  Francis,  Joseph,  Lettice, 
Elizabeth,  Rhoda,  Martha.  At  least  three  of  tnese  boys  (John,  James, 

Joseph  and  perhaps  Robert)  came  to  this  section  between  1779  and  1790. 

James  Boyd  joined  Ma j .  John  Dohelson's  expedition  that  was  fitted 
out  on  tne  Holston  river,  on  the  east  side  of  Long  Island,  in  the  eddy- 
just  above  the  bridge  crossing  the  river  at  Tennessee  Eastman.  This 
expedition  left  its  moorings  on  Dec.  22,  1779  and  floated  down  the  Holston 
river  and  the  Tennessee  to  the  Onio,  up  the  Ohio  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Cumberland,  and  up  the  Cumberland  to  the  destination,  French  Salt  Springs, 
which  was  reached  April  24,  I78O.  From  this  heroic  expedition  was  to  rise 
the  city  of  Nashville .  Thus,  John  Boyd  was  one  of  its  founders.  In  1799 
a  William  Boyd  of  that  settlement  was  appointed  one  of  a  committee  to  lay 
out  the  town  of  Franklin,  countyseat  of  the  new  county  of  Williamson. 

This  was  evidently  a  son  of  John  Boyd, who  was  named  for  his  granafather 
William  Boyd  who  had  died  in  Botetourt  county,  Va.  in  1761. 

In  the  year  1779  Josepn  Boyd  is  named  in  Ramsey's  Annals  of  Tennessee 
as  fighting  tne  Cherokee  Indians  in  this  section.  In  1792  James  Boyd 
settled  in  the  Rock  Spring  neighborhood.  Joseph  Boyd  is  most  likely  tne 
ancestor  of  tne  Boyds  at  Bluff  City.  Rooert  Boyd  was  a  soldier  in  the 
Revolution,  but  we  do  not  know  where  he  located,  unless  it  was  with  nis 
brother  Joseph.  The  crother  named  Francis  must  have  remained  at  home  to 
care  for  his  mother,  who  must  have  been  left  a  widow  early  in  life. 


Note:  J.  M.  Boyd  stated  in  a  letter  to  the  compiler  of  this  manuscript 
(Ollie  Depew):  "My  father  was  a  son  of  Nancy  Depmw  and  Rufus  Boyd,  who  was 
a  son  of  William  Boyd  who  married  Rosa  Depew,  Nancy's  older  sister,  for 
his  second  wife.  Aunt  Rosa's  bible  lies  on  my  table  as  I  write.  She 
gave  it  to  my  fatner  and  he  gave  it  to  me.  Rosa  and  William  Boyd  are 
buripd  in  the  same  square  with  Alf  Boyd  ana  his  wife  Tilda  Jones  Boyd; 
they  lie  in  the  Boyd  cemetery  in  sight  of  my  window.  He  was  a  great 
uncle  of  mine.  Two  of  his  ooys  went  to  Kentucky  after  your  father  (Hark 
Depew)  did.  Your  great-granafather  (Isaac  Depew  Jr.)  is  buried  in  the 
Cnarles  Jones  cemetery  aoout  a  mile  south  of  where  I  live." 

Tne  two  Boyd  boys  wno  "went  to  Kentucky"  -were  Charles  axid  perry 
Boyd,  of  whom  my  grandmother  Polly  Jones  Depew  frequently  spoke,  they 
being  sons  of  her  twin  sister  Tilda  Jones  Boyd.  perry  Boyd,  at  least, 
returned  to  East  Tennessee.  I  recall  seeing  him  once,  a  gray-haired  man 
then,  visiting  my  uncle  George  Depew  his  cousin  ana  cnildhood  playmate,  in 
Kentucky.  My  uncle  spoke  nostalgically  of  life  on  a  small  farm  in  a  "cove" 
in  East  Tennessee  mountains. 
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JONES  --  DEPEW  --  BOYD 

The  following  is  condensed  from  "Family  History  of  East  Tennessee" 
by  J.  M.  Boyd  Sr.  of  Fordtown,  Tenn.  as  printed  in  the  Johnson  City  press 
Cl ronicle  from  Feb.  26  through  March  and  April,  1939- 

Other  information  was  supplied  by  Mary  (Polly  Jones)  Depew  ana  her 
daughter  Lucinua  Depew  Boston.  Information  as  to  recent  descendants  of 
Jack  Jones  was  garner ea  by  Mary  Boston  Ball,  Sulphur  Well,  Ky . 

The  following  is  condensed  from  J.  M.  Boyd's  "Hi-s.tory  of  East 
Tennessee "  : 

John  Jones  came  from  Botetourt  county,  Virginia,  to  tne  Holston 
settlement  in  East  Tennessee  about  1770,  ana  early  became  a  leader  in  the 
community.  Here  he  became  acquainted  with  John  Sevier,  who  made  his  home 
in  the  Long  Island  settlement  for  a  short  while  after  his  arrival  here 
from  New  Market,  Va .  Sevier  soon  moved  to  the  Watauga  settlements  at 
Elizabethton  and  became  the  recognizee  leader  there.  The  historian 
Ramsay  in  his  "Annals  of  Tennessee"  states  that  in  1772  John  Jones  was 
chosen  as  one  of  the  commissioners  of  the  Watauga  settlor,, ent,  notwith¬ 
standing  he  already  held  a  like  position  in  the  Holston  settlements. 

This  was  evidently  through  the  friendship  and  influence  of  J/ohn  Sevier. 

In  1776  John  Jones  with  John  Sevier  and  about  30  other  citizens 
of  the  Holston  and  Watauga  settlements  signed  a  petition  to  the  common¬ 
wealth  of  M.  Carolina  urging  that  state  to  incorporate  these  settlements 
as  a  county  or  district  of  that  state.  This  was  done  under  the  name  of 
Washington  district,  whx ch  included  not  only  the  Holston  and  Watauga 
settlements  but  all  the  territory  now  included  in  tne  state  of  Tennessee. 
Ramsay  claims  this  was  the  first  territorial  division  in  America  named 
for  George  Washington . 

In  17 75  John  Jones  bought  219  acres  of  lana  "on  a  branch  of  the 
south  fork  of  Holston  river."  This  farm  lies  in  the  extreme  upper  ena  of 
Rock  Spring  valley  and  contains  two  springs  of  very  fine  water,  forming 
headwaters  of  Garretts  branch.  Tne  old  homestead  is  now  owx.ed  by  Ivar 
Hargis,  a  great-great-great  grandson.  (Grandson  of  Harris  Jones  of 
Barren  county,  Ky . )  John  Jones  uied  aoout  I860,  and  is  buried  on  his 
farm  after  the  custom  of  that  day.  Shortly  after  his  death,  the  family 
moved  to  Greenbriar  (Barren?)  county,  Ky.  where  their  descenaants  still 
live  . 

Charles  Jones  was  a  brother  of  John,  and  both  were  brothers  of 
Jane  Jones,  first  wife  of  Capt.  Isaac  Depew,  whose  history  we  have 
given  in  a  previous  chapter.  The  date  of  Charles  Jones'  arrival  here 
is  not  definitely  known.  The  deed  records  of  Blountville  snow  that  tie 
bought  200  acres  of  land  in  1796  from  James  Boyd.  Tnis  was  the  farm 
that  Boyd  had  bought  from  Henry  Clark  in  1792,  and  lies  east  of  Dounle 
Springs  and  adjoining  the  farm  of  John  Jones. 

This  farm  has  been  held  by  male  descendants  of  Charles  Jones  all 
down  the  years  since  then.  Tom  Jones,  a  great-granason  died  there  a 
few  days  ago,  age  87.  The  farm  has  long  been  known  as  the  "Rockhouse 
Charles  Jones  farm."  The  family  were  large  slave  holders--as  was  also 
Johxi  Jones--and  during  the  time  of  slavery  they  erected  a  large 
two-story  dwelling  of  native  blue  limestone.  The  writer  recalls 
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seeing  the  -old  house  in  his  boyhood  days,  with  a  number  of  long  poles 
propped  against  the  east  end  to  prevent  its  falling.  It  was  built  on  tne 
siae  of  a  slate  hill  and  its  weight  caused  the  foundation  to  slip  on  trie 
rotted  slate. 

There  is  a  large  family  cemetery  on  the  farm  in  whicn  lie  buried 
all  the  family,  who  have  died  in  this  section  the  last  l40  years. 

Lilourn  Depew's  father,  Isaac  Jr.  is  buried  there  also,  since  his  mother 
was  a  sister  of  Charles  Jones,  aiid  he  was  living  there  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  aoout  166>0 .  Isaac  Jr.'s  father,  Capt.  Isaac  Depew,  was  still 
living,  at  the  age  of  62  years  on  his  farm  at  Depew's  Chapel,  five  miles 
west  of  Kingsport.  The  old  legend  that  slave  owners  were  cruel'  to  their 
slaves  is  not  borne  out  in  the  Jones  family.  Both  Charles  and  John 
buried  their  slaves  on  the  nortn  side  and  adjoining  the  graves  of  their 
own  family . 

John  Jones  Jr.  a  son  of  an  older  brother  of  John  and  Charles,  came 
here  about  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  his  uncle  Charles.  Both  his  uncles 
were  married  when  they  came  to  Tennessee  and  we  do  not  know  the  family 
name  of  their  wives.  But  John  Jones  Jr.  was  single,  and  a  short  time 
after  nis  arrival  he  married  a  young  red  headed  widow  named  Headrick,  with 
one  son  and  a  daughter.  He  first  bought  a  farm  in  the  gap  of  the  ridge 
about  one-fourth  mile  east  of  Rock  Spring  church.  (Mrs.  Etta  Depew  hood, 
a  grea t-granddaugh ter  of  Capt.  Isaac  Depew  now  owns  the  farm.)  Later 
John  Jones  Jr.  moved  to  meadowbrook  in  the  edge  of  Washington  county,  Tenn. 
He  died  there  about  I6p0,  and  lies  buried  in  tne  old  Elsea  cemetery.  They 
had  only  one  child,  a  daughter  Sallie  Jones,  who  was  my  grandmother  on  my 
mother's  side.  The  little  red  headed  widow  Jane  Headrick,  wife  of  John 
Jones  Jr.  deserves  more  than  mere  mention.  ho  person  I  have  known  has 
left  a  stronger  impression  upon  her  posterity  than  this  sweel  little  woman. 
My  mother,  her  grandaughter ,  always  spoke  of  ner  with  reverence.  She  lived 
many  years  after  John  Jones  Jr.'s  deatn.  Sne  was  affectionately  called 
Granny  .HeadricK,  probably  because  she  lived  with  her  son  David  Headrick 
during  tne  long  years  of  her  life  after  tne  death  of  her  last  husband. 

On  the  physical  siae  of  her  personality  is  the  continued  outcropping  of 
tnat  Titian  redhair.  The  Jones  family  all  have  dark  hair,  but  my  grand¬ 
mother  Sally  Jones,  only  child  of  John  Jones  Jr.  and  Jane  Headrick,  had 
that  virile  auburn  hair,  and  in  every  fan.ily  of  her  posterity  all  down  the 
years  for  over  a  century  has  appeared  that  indellible  marK  of  lovely  Jane 
Headrick.  My  father  and  mother  had  coal  black  hair,  anu  yet  fair  Jane 
Headrick  foreordained  that  one  of  their  four  daughters  and  three  of  their 
sons  should  be  red  or  sandy  headed.  And  of  my  own  five  children,  Mary, 
Gwendolynne ,  George,  Ted  anu  Joseph  Jr.  two,  George  anu  Gwendolynne,  have 
the 'fair  skin  and  auburn  hair  of  lovely  Jane  Headrick.  If  I  were 
wealthy  I  would  give  a  fortune  for  a  painting  of  that  sweet  beautiful 
Jane  Headrick  with  her  auburn  hair.

Goodspeed's 
History  of  Tennessee,  page  123 , .  mentions  Jonn  Jones  along  with 
John  Sevier  signing  a  petition  to  N.  Carolina  authorities  in 
regard  to  tne  Watauga  settlement  being  made  part  of  that  state. 

In  Summers  "Annals  of  Southwest  Virginia"  under  first  Surveys, 
appears:  "Jonn  Jones,  Dec.  2d,  17/4,  219  acres  on  south  fork  of 
Holston  river."  According  to  J.  M.  Boyd  "this  iarrn  lies  in  tne 
extreme  upper  end  of  Rock  Spring  valley  and  contains  two  springs 
of  verv  fine  water,  forming  headwaters  of  Garretts  branch.

Jones  farm,  near  where  Jack  Jones  lived,  about  ten  miles  soutn  of  Kingsport."

(See 
Depew  genealogy).  She  was  born  and  lived  in  East  Tennessee 
until  after  her  husband's  early  death  (during  the  Civil  War), 
after  which  sne  with  her  three  email  children  joined  the  Jones 
clan  in  Barren  county,  Ky . 

Polly  and  Tilda  Jones,  twins,  were  the  youngest  chiluren 
of  Jack  Jones  and  Mary  Wells  Jones.  I  have  heard  rny  grand¬ 
mother  Polly  Jones  Depew  speak  of  the  following  brothers  and 
sisters,  all  of  wnorn  had  departed  the  nousehold  when  she  was 
growing  up:  Rebecca,  Maleon,  Abe  (Abram  or  Aoraham) ,  Washington, 
George,  Eliza,  Payton.  She  spoke  more  frequently  of  her 
brother  Zachariah  who,  since  he  haa  a  son  named  for  himself, 
was  known  as  "big  Zach".  He  was  indeed  a  patriarchal  man, 
ever  mindful  of  tne  Jones  clan.  He  early  migrated  from  East 
Tennessee  to  Barrex*  county,  Ky.  Later  he  went  back:  to  Term, 
by  wagon  and  team,  and  brought  to  Kentucky  his  widowed  sister 
Polly  and  her  children.  Polly  lived  in  his  home  for  a  time 
while  her  teen-age  son  Mark  was  struggling  to  provide  a  place 
for  the  family.  Since  I  never  saw  this  great-uncle  but  knew 
him  only  from  hearing  my  grandmother  speak  of  her  good  brotner 
"Big  Zach",  he  still  looms  in  memory  as  a  Paul  Bunyan-like 
man,  tall  as  a  pine  tree. 

In  Jack  Jones'  family  were  twin  Doys,  as  well  as  twin 
girls;  the  boys  were  patriotically  named  for  a  xiero  not  too 
long  gone  at  that  time,  one  called  George,  the  other  Washington, 
shortened  to  'Wash.  Polly  Jorges  likewise  gave  birth  to  twins, 
her  daughter  Lucinda  Depew  being  born  with  a  twin  who  died  soon 
after  birth. 

In  the  Sullivan  county,  Term.  1550  census  appears  the 
family  of  Zachariah  Jones  and  wife  Rhoda  Bowser;  and  also  the 
following  Joneses  wxiose  ages  agree  witn  what  sons  of  Jack 
Jones  would  have  been  at  that  time,  but  I  caixnot  identify  them 
as  Jack  Jones'  sons,  since  I  do  not  know  the  names  of  their 
wives: 

Washington  Jones,  age  34,  farmer;  and  Hannah,  age  35,  appar- 
entlv  his  wife.  Ho  childreii  enumerated. 

c > 

Abram  Jones,  age  26,  farmer;  aixd  Emeline  ,  age  26,  apparently 
his  wife.  Children:  Mary  and  Sarah. 

I  find  also  an  Eliza  Jones,  age  35,  enumerated  in  the 
household  of  R.  Wells.  I  am  under  tne  impression  tnat  my 
grandmotner ' s  sister  Eliza  never  married. 


Further  narrated  by  Ollie  Depew: 

My  grandmother  Mary  (Polly  Jones)  Depew  lived  in  our  home  during  my 
childhood,  and  I  remember  her  well.  She  was  that  child's  delight,  a  fluent 
story  teller--stories  of  people  she  had  known  and  of  their  everyday  affairs, 
stories  of  Indian  atrocities  heard  from  her  pioneer  mother,  most  of  all 
stories  of  the  civil  war  which  she  had  lived  through  in  that  border  region 
of  East  Tennessee  where  no  trampling  armies  passed  but  where  lawless  '  bands , 
irresponsible  free-roving  "bushwhackers"  stole  horses  ana  sometimes  called 
a  man  to  his  door  to  shoot  him  down  in  the  night. 

Through  her  I  have  a  living  link  with  my  Re volutionary  ancestor,  Isaac 
Depew  Sr.  whom  sne  had  known  when  sue  was  a  young  woman.  She  told  me  of 
going  with  his  daughter  Rosa  Boyd  to  visit  him  when  he  was  past  90  years, 
but  living  alone,  independently,  refusing  household  comforts  saying,  "The 
soldiers  didn't  have  any  such." 

Polly  (Jones)  Depew  ana  her  twin  sister  Tilda  (Jones)  Boyd  were  the 
youngest  of  some  ten  or  twelve  chiluren,  some  known  to  me  by  name,  others 
nameless.  Endless  were  the  stories  she  told  me  of  ner  childhood  with  her 
inseparable  twin  sister--of  how  they  went  huckleberrying  on  the  mountainside 
singing  a  new  love  song  they  had  just  learned: 

Tell  me  the  tales  that  to  me  were  so  dear, 

Long,  long  ago,  long,  long  ago; 

Sing  me  the  songs  I  delighted  to  near, 

Long,  long  ago,  long,  long  ago-- 

of  their  having  new  linsey-woolsey  dresses  woven  by  their  mother,  with  a 
"turkey-red"  stripe  at  the  hem--of  going  to  school  carefoot  on  frosty  morn¬ 
ings  carrying  the  only  text  book  required,  the  bible,  in  which  they  learned 
to  read.  (She  later  was  not  addicted  to  reading  ana  showed  no  great  knowledge 
of  the  bible.)  Their  teacher,  whether  ±o  preveiit  tardiness  or  to  control 
rowdy  crowding  aoout  the  warm  stove,  ruled  one  day  that  early  arrivers  might 
sit  all  day  by  the  stove.  The  following  day  Polly  and  Tilda,  having  persuad¬ 
ed  their  mother  to  rise  unusually  early,  set  off  to  school  walking  barefoot, 
as  usual  before  the  coming  of  bitter  cold  winter.  But  the  achievement  of 
the  two  small  girls  was  too  great;  they  arrived  too  early;  tnere  w as  neither 
teacher  nor  warm  stove  waiting.  To  relieve  their  smarting  feet,  tney  sat 
down  flat  facing  each  other  while  each  restea  ner  frosted  feet  against  the 
other's  warm  belly. 

The  twins  were  so  much  alike  their  mother  sometimes  amused  herself 
and  a  visitor  by  presenting  them  anew  in  different  dress,  asking  the 
visitor  which  was  Polly  and  which  Tilda;  the  visitor  could  never  tell  with 
any  certainty.  Doubtless  both  grew  up  to  be  pretty  girls--I  remember 
Polly  when  she  was  an  old  lady  with  large  dark  brown  eyes,  her  dark  hair 
only  streaked  with  gray,  parted  in  the  center  of  a  broad  nigh  forehead, 
lying  in  heavy  natural  waves  about  her  face  and  drawn  to  a  knot  in  tne 
back.  She  said  that  when  she  was  a  young  woman  she  had  disliked  her 
naturally  waving  hair  and  tried  to  smooth  it  flat  with  comb  and  water. 

She  was  born,  she  always  said,  "the  year  tne  stars  fell,"  referring 
to  an  unusually  heavy  meteoric  shower  that  history  places  in  the  year  18.53 i 
but  she  always  gave  her  birth  year  as  1832 .  Sne  spoke  of  "the  year  the 
stars  fell"  with  a  touch  of  wonder;  her  life  had  been  brushed  by  a 
miracle,  for  to  the  people  of  that  place  and  era,  with  little  knowledge  of 
astronomic  vagaries,  the  phenomenon  was  as  miraculous  as  a  fall  of  real 
stars  would  have  been.  Most  of  tnose  who  witnessed  the  "falling  stars" 
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recovered  from  awe  only  when  they  found  the  world  still  on  even  keel  next 
day,  but  grandmother  would  tell  with  great  humor  how  a  neighbor  woman  with 
evangelical  fervor  came  early  next  morning  to  "warn  that  the  judgment  day 
was  at  hand,"  adding  as  explanation  for  her  aelay  in  relaying  news  of  such 
significance,  "I  woula  nave  come  to  tell  you  last  night  but  I  was  afraid 
of  your  dog." 

Polly  Depew  spoke  of  her  mother  always  almost  'with  reverence.  For 
her  father  she  had  no  good  woras,  for  with  the  passing  years  he  became 
addicted  to  arink  and  family  tyranny.  I  know  nothing  of  her  mother's 
family  except  that  her  maiden  name  was  Mary  Wells,  and  she  was  tne  child  of 
...  Reynolds  and  ...Wells.  When  Mary  Wells  married  young  Jaci-t  Jones,  she 
told  her  daughter  Polly,  she  "crossed  the  French  Broad  river  and  never 
saw  her  people  again."  Yet  she  probably  was  not  far  away  in  miles,  for 
a  cousin  named  Wells  later  lived  in  that  region. 

■  Her  fatner  Jack  Jones,  at  least  in  his  older  days,  seems  to  nave  sunk 
in  the  world,  perhaps  due  to  intemperance.  His  daughter  Polly  brought  up 
in  pinching  poverty,  spoke  of  tne  "fine  silk"  dresses  worn  by  her  aunts 
Rachel  ana  Liza,  sisters  of  her  fatner  ai.d  daughters  of  the  John  Jones  who 
was  a  friend  of  John  Sevier,  and  the  original  pioneer  in  tnat  region. 

Tne  second  generation  were  pioneers  equally  with  the  first.  my 
grandmotner  told  stories  of  her  mother  being  irightenea  oy  tne  appearance 
of  Indians  who  came  to  beg  with  threatening  attitude--of  being  sent  to  a 
distant  neighbor  to  borrow  a  "blue  pot"  (indigo)  and  hearing  wolves  howl 
in  the  forest  -about  her. 

When  Polly  Jones  married  John  Campbell  Depew  he  was  a  rural  scnool 
teacher  ana  ambitious  to  cecome  a  physician.  Tney  lived  ir.  si  ht  of  tne 
school  house  where  he  taught.  Time  pieces  were  rare  anu  ne  dismissed  scnool 
for  noon  recess  when  his  young  wife  hung  a  towel  in  the  window  signaling 
his  lunch  waited.  They  lived  for  a  time  in  Hawkins  county. 

He  rode  horseback  to  a  nearby  town— was  it  Rogersville?--where  he 
either  heard  lectures  or  attended  classes  in  an  academy.  He  was  learning 
Latin  when  his  first  child  w as  born,  and  named  him  Marcus  Tullius  Cicero, 
a  name  the  boy  rejected  when  he  grew  up,  shortening  jt  to  Mark.  What 
training  John  Campbell  Depew  received  in  medicine  or  by  what  means  he  was 
certified  as  a  physician,  I  do  not  know ,  out  when  the  civil  war  came  he 
was  exempt  from  army  service  by  Federal  authority  to  practice  medicine. 

He  hoped  for  a  Union  victory  but  secretly,  for  in  that  borderland  neighbors 
and  even  families  were  divided  in  their  loyalties;  among  his  brothers  were 
a  Union  soldier  and  a  Confederate  soldier. 

He  did  not  live  to  see  the  end  of  the  war,  but  dieu  after  a  short 
illness  of  pneumonia  or  typhoid,  with  nothing  yet  accumulated  to  provide 
for  his  young  family.  Polly  who  had  loved  and  admired  her  husband  was 
obliged  to  take  her  three  small  cnilaren  ana  go  for  shelter  to  the  home 
of  her  unloved  fatner  who  was  by  tnen  an  elderly  invalid  to  be  cared  for. 
This  period  in  her  life  was  so  harsh  and  unhappy  she  rarely  spoke  of  it.

Much  of  this  information  came  to  me  tnrough  Atty.  Lyle  A.  Dickey  of 
Lihue ,  Hawaii,  in  1935*  He  was  descended  from  John  Depew  of  Botetourt 
county,  Va.  through  his  son  Samuel.  He  stated: 

"My  information  handed  down  from  two  children  of  John  Depew,  is 
that  John  Depew  was  born. 1726  at  Ludlow,  Shropshire,  England;  cai„e  to 
America  in  1788;  married  trie  same  year  in  prince  ton ,-  D .  J.  (tnen 
Middlesex  county,  now  Mercer  county)  Catherine  Snepherd;  moved  to 
Rockbridge  county,  Va . ;  thence  to  Botetourt  county,  Va .  wnere  he  died 
April  21,  1011.1 

"I  once  had  an  English  genealogist  examine  the  records  of  Shropsnire 
(Salop  county)  but  no  birth,  marriage  or  death  records  were  found.  Tne 
Huguenot  records  also  yielded  nothing.  Depew  is  a  very  rare  name  in 
England.  Only  one  such  record  was  found  for  me,  a  John  Depew  died  in 
St.  Ethelburgas,  London,  in  lo99»  Search  showed  no  record  in  Shropshire, 
England  of  any  D epew,  Dupuy ,  Depuy ,  Depue ,  Dupue ,  Depue ,  Dupuis,  or 
Depuis;  nor  any  in  Princeton,  H.J..  or  in  Rockbridge  county,  Va.^ 

"His  father,  Walter  Depew,  Huguenot,  left  France  and  lived  in  Ludlow, 
Shropshire,  England.  Said  to  have  been  a  soldier  and  connected  with 
Ludlow  castle.  But  Ludlow  castle  was  last  used  in  Io50,  and  was  in 
ruins  and  had  no  garrison  there  in  1726  when  his  son  was  reportedly  born. 
Walter  (French  form  Gauthier)  is  not  found  in  England  amon6  Dupuy, 

Depuy,  ete.  The  nearest  is  an  infant,  Walter  Duppe  (?)  born  and  died 
in  infancy  near  Bridgnorth  about  I63O." 

Following  are  two  letters  sent  Mr.  Dickey,  one  from  a  descendant 
of  Jacob  Depew,  the  other  from  a  descendant  of  Elijah  Depew,  botn  sons 
of  John  Depew  of  Botetourt  county,  Va.  They  contain  practically  the 
same  information,  which  must  have  beei,  supplied  them  bj  their  father, 
the  immigrant  to  America,  John  Depew  himself. 


1.  A  marriage  date  of  1788  is  questionable  ,  since  John  Depew  in  his 
will  mentions  "eldest  son  Isaac"  who  was  born  according  to  Isaac's 
statement  in  his.  application  for  a  pension,  Sept.  15 ,  1758  in  Middlesex 
county,  N.  J.  Isaac  Depew  died  in  1858 ,  age  96.  Hence,  it  is  unlikely 
he  was  born  earlier  than  1758,  as  it  is  unlikely  mat  he,  the  eldest  son 
in  a  large  family  of  children,  was  born  ten  years  after  the  parents' 
marriage.  The  date  might  be  a  stenographer's  error,  1788  for  1758. 

2.  Rockbridge  county  was  formed  in  177&  from  Augusta  county  and  Botetourt 
counties.  Records  snow  John  Depew  in  Botetourt  county,  Be p t .  8,  1778. 
Probably  he  lived  in  the  same  place  all  the  while;  or  he  may  have  owned 
land  that  fell  within  the  newly  created  county  of  Rockbridge.

Sometime-  about  I867  my  sister  was  East,  and  came 
through  Terre  Haute,  and  while  waiting  for  her  train  took  a  stroll 
through  the  city  and  noticed  the  sign  of  a  Lewis  Depew  in  the  ary  goods 
business  there.  She  called  in  and  traced  relationship .  I  think  he  had 
two  sons  in  business  with  him.  He  was  an  old  man  at  that  time  ... 

I  am  tiie  only  one  left  of  Benjamin  D.  Depew's  family.  The  copy  1 
send  you  is  all  the  record  I  have;  I  took  it  from  an  old  bible  that  was 
in  possession  of  an  aunt  many  years  ago,  aiid  I  think  .a  wnole  lot  of  the 
little  record:

His  daughter  Lucretia  married  a  Mr.  Dalzell.  Three  of  the  sons:  Jacob, 
Elijah,  and- James  married  three  daughters  of  Benjamin  pecK,  who  was  a 
grandson  of  General  Ben  Burden  of  Jamestown,  Va .  Bruden  was  granted  some 
300,000  acres  of  land  in  Virginia  by  the  English  government  for  bringing 
colonists  from  Scotland,  north  of  Ireland,  and  England  to  settle  in 
Virginia  .  .  . 

Mother's  great-grandfather  settled  in  Ludlow,  England.  This  is  the 
extent  of  my  information.

This  interesting  item  brings  to  mind  an  early  national  dis¬ 
turbance  known  as  the  Whiskey  Rebellion.  In  1791  Congress  laid  a 
heavy  tax  on  liquor.  Whiskey,  a  universal  drink  was  made  in 
countless  small  stills..  The  isolated  border  farmers  could  not 
get  their  grain  to  market  any  other  way,  and  opposed  the  liquor 
tax  as  an  infringement  of  their  right  to  market  their  grain  the 
best  way  they  could.  Throughout  the  thirteen  "sovereign"  states, 
not  yet  accustomed  to  obey  a  national  Congress,  there  was  opposi-  . 
tion.  Several  state  legisla tures-- Virginia ' s  among  them--passed 
resolutions  condemning  tne  law,  as  a  few  years  be  lore  they  had 
condemned  British  taxes.

Abram  Depew  was  given  flOO  inuhis  father's  will.  No  more  records  of 
him  have  been  found  in  Botetourt  county.  Apparently  ne  moved  to 
Boone  county,  Ky .  In  the  Sept.  11,  1919  issue  of  tne  Indianapolis 
M e w s  is  an  account  of  dedicating  the  Depew  fountain  in  University 
Park,  Indianapolis.  The  account  states  that  $38,000  was  bequeathed 
for  the  fountain  by  Mrs.  Emma  Ely  Depew  in  memory  of  her  husband 
Dr.  Richard  J.  Depew  who  was  corn  in  Boone  county,  Ky .  Feb.  lb, 

I8I8,  son  of  Col.  Aorara  Depew  wno  served  as  officer  of  militia 
in  the  war  of  1612.  Dr.  Depew  graduated  from  Transylvania 
University,  Lexington,  Ky .  ana  began  practice  of  medicine  in 
southern  Indiana  in  16b0.  For  30  years  he  practiced  in  uecatur , 
Rush,  ana  Shelby  counties,  while  living  at  St.  Paul  in  Shelby 
county,  Ind.  He  married  Emma  Ely  of  St.  Paul  in  1665.  He  retired 
in  1890  and  moved  to  Indianapolis  where  the  couple  lived  until 
his  death  Feb.  11,  1897*  She  died,  according  to  this  newspaper 
account  April  2b,  1913* 

No  children  are  mentioned  in  tnis  account.  It  appears  that 
his  father,  Abram  Depew,  left  Botetourt  county  at  an  early  age. 

No  records  of  him  have  been  found  there,  as  are  found  of  his 
brothers.  The  fountain  in  memory  of  Dr.  Richard  J.  Depew  still 
flows  in  University  Park  at  this  time  (19t>3),  though  somewhat 
the  worse  for  time.  If  ever  a  marker  was  on  the  structure,  it 
has  disappeared.

Isaac  Depew  went  from  Virginia  to  Sullivan  county,  Tenn.  while 
he  was  a  young  man,  ana  lived  tnere  the  remainder  ox  his  life.  He 
diea  in  1854,  age  96. 

J.  M.  Boyd,  a  descendant , of  Ford  town,  Tenn.  in  nis  account  of 
tne  family  stateu  that  Isaac  Depew  was  buried  at  the  cnurch  he 
helped  to  build  on  his  farm;  "it  is  a  Methodist  cnurch  and  has  always 
been  known  as  Depew's  chapel.  The  ce...etery  has  not  been  used  lor 
more  than  70  years;  the  location  of -his  grave  would  te  hard  to 
• de  termine . " 

Isaac  Depew's  -application  for  a  pension  is  on  file  in  tne 
National  Archives  building,  Washington,  D.C.  In  this  application, 
dated  1852  (he  w as  then  94  years  old)  he  gives  his  birth  as  Sept,  lb, 
1788  in  Middlesex  county,  N.  Jersey.  he  lists  his  military  service: 
enlisted  in  177b,  served  4  months  as  a  private  in  Caot.  Gilmore's 
company,  Col.  Christy's  (Christian)  Virginia  Regiment;  enlisted'  again 
in  1777  and  served  3  months  as  a  private  in  Oapt.  John  Mills' 
(Cartmill?)  company,  Col.  William  Preston's  Virginia  Regiment; 
enlisted  again  in  1780  or  1781  and  served  6  months  as  a  private  ir. 

Capt.  John  Mills'  company,  Col.  William  Campbell's  Virginia 
Regiment;  served  3  months  as  captain  under  Col.  Land on  Carter  to 
repel  the  Cherokees,  ana  was  in  engagements  'with  the  Cherokees 
ana  in  the  battle  of  Guilford.  (There  is  a  national  military  park 
at  Guilford  Courthouse,  N.  Carolina,  scene  of  tnis  battle.) 

He  steited  in  this  application  for  a  pension  tnat  he  was  living- 
in  Botetourt  county,  V a.  during  the  war,  and  since  1794  in  Tennessee. 

He  stated  he  did  not  apply  earlier  for  pension  because  he  was  able 
to  care  for  himself,  but  that  his  life  Had  been  so  long  protracted 
that  he  now  must  apply  for  assistance. 

His  application  was  disallowed  for  lack  of  sufficient  evidence 
of  service.  He  died  two  years  latex1,  age  9b,  in  1834. 

A  bound  pamphlet  is  in  the  DAR  library  in  Washington,  D.C. 
titled  "Muster  Roll,  Revolutionary  War,  Botetourt  county,  V  ci  •  1782" . 

The  introduction  to  the  pamphlet  states:  "The  original  was  founu 
beneath  the  vault  of  tne  courthouse  at  Fincastle,  the  countyseat, 
by  Mrs.  Anne  Lowry  Worrell  and  copied  by  her  ..."  1948.  The  Muster 
Roll  incluaes  the  brothers  Isaac  and  Samuel  Depew  and  begins:  "At 
a  meeting  of  the  field  officers  this  31st  of  August  17&2,  county  of 
Botetourt,  for  purpose  of  carrying  into  execution  this  state's  quota 
of  troops  to  serve  the  U.S.  army  for  the  term  of  three  years,  or 
during  the  war  ...  " 
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Copy  of  the  marriage  bond  of  Isaac  Depew  and  Jane  Jones,  on  file  at 
Fincastle ,  Virginia. 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  we ,  Isaac  Depew  and  Moses  Tullis , 
are  held  firmly  bound,  etc.  etc. 

The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that  whereas  there  is 
a  marriage  intended  to  be  shortly  had  and  solemnized  between  the  above 
bound  Isaac  Depew  and  Jane  Jones  both  of  this  parish,  etc.  etc.

parent’s  consent  manuscript  accompanying,  on  a  scrap  of  paper:  "I  hereby 
certify  to  Mr.  May  the  clerk  of  Botetourt  that  I  freely  consexit  and  beg  the 
favor  of  you  to  let  Isaac  Depew  have  the  license  and  will  keep  you  indem¬ 
nified.  This  I  give  you  from  under  rny  hand  this  17th  day  of  January,  1730.

The  writer  does  not  know  whether  Isaac  Depew  and  JaneJones  had  other 
children  than  the  two  listed  above.  There  is  'a  considerable  lapse  of  time  . 
between  the  birth  of  tne  two  children  listed  above  and  the  first  child 
recorded  as  by  Isaac  Depew ’s  secttid  marriage,  to  Virginia  Grimes  or  Graham. 

J.  K.  Ford  stated  that  there  were  ten  children,  and  named  John  Depev;  as  the 
youngest.  Isaac  Depew ’s  marriage  bond  is  dated  1730.  According  to 
sources  I  cannot  definitely  name  at  this  time  (probably  Hugh  Johnson  Depew 
or  his  brother  Lilburn  Dept w )  Isaac  Depew's  son  John  was  born  1732,  and 
only  two  sons  by  the  first  wife  are  named. 

J.  M.  Boyd  stated  that  his  record  of  Isaac  Depev/ 's  children  was 
"copied  from  Aunt  kosa  (Depew) 's  bible"--she  a  daughter  of  Isaac  Depew-- 
but  he  perhaps  referred  only  to  children  by  the  second  wiie. 

J.  M.  Ford  also  stated  tiiat  "Isaac  Depew  Jr.  was  buried  in  the  Charles 
Jones  cemetery  because  his  mother  was  a  sister  of  Cnarles  Jones."  I  am 
unable  to  reconcile^  v.i  th  other  records.  Result:  I  do  not  Know  which  of 
the  sons  of  Isaac  Depew  Sr.  were  borne  by  Jane  Jones  and  wnich  if  any  by 
Virginia  Grimes  or  Graham. 
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Descendants  of  Isaac  Depew  and  his  secone  wife  was  supplied  by 
J.  M.  Ford  of  Fordtown,  Tenn.  wno  staled  the  record  was  "copied  by  me  from 
Aunt  Rosa  Boyd's  bicle  ,  which  I  nave  in  my  possession." 

Date  of  tne  deatn  of  Isaac  Depew  .  was  supolied  in  1934  by  Hugh 
Johnson  Depew,  great-grandson  of  Isaac  and  tnen  living  in  Jonesboro,  Tenn. 
He  gives'  the  second  wife's  name  as  Virginia  Graham;  J.  M.  Boyd  gives  it 
Virginia  Grimes.  These  are  different  forms  of  the  sai„e  name.

John  Campbell  Depew  taught  school  while  studying  to  be  a  physi¬ 
cian.  He  was  exempt  from  service  in  the  Union  army,  by  Federal 
authority,  to  practice  medicine.  He  died  at  the  beginning  of  his 
career,  procably  at  Milburn.t&ja ,  Greene  county,  Tenn.

Mark  Depew,  orphaned  at  age  9  by  his  father's  early  death, 
soon  became  the  support  of  his  mother's  family,  a  responsibility 
he  never  shirked,  and  he  grew  into  an  energetic  and  irascible  man. 

At  age  l8  he  migrated  from  Sullivan  county,  Tenn.  to  join  nis 
uncle  Zach  Jones'  family  in  Barren  county,  Ky .  With  little  ‘  formal 
schooling  he  was  intelligent  and  mechanically  ingenious.  He  in¬ 
vented  and  patented  a  gate  hinge  to  swing  two  ways  and  automatic¬ 
ally  close.  In  a  situation  that  did  not  permit  piping  water  to 
his  house  by  means  of  gravity,  he  contrived  a  small  two-wheelea 
carriage  to  support  a  pail  and  run  on  v.ire  stretched  from  a  oack 
porch- to  a  trough  of  spilling  water  about  75  yards  away,  where 
the  pail  filled,  ai.d  could  then  be  drawn  back  to  the  porch  by 
a  windlass,  thus  saving  the  housewife  a  trip  to  the  spring. 

Born  8  years  before  Henry  Ford,  he  had  a  like  enthusiasm  for 
the  possibility  of  motor  propelled  vehicles,  and  made  a  small 
model  of  an  electrically  driven  wneel,  th/ougn  his  only  knowledge 
of  electricity  was  sought , lor  nimself  by  reading.  Before  tele¬ 
phones  had  appeared  in  nis  community,  ne  set  up  a  line  between 
nis  house  auu  tnat  of  a  neighbor  through  which  he  could  communi¬ 
cate.  The  writer  as  a  child  was  reminded  of  him  frequently,  after 
his  death,  by  finding  stores  of  copper  w ire  which  could  be  turned 
to  more  childish  uses  than  electric  experiments. 

Haying  a  mechanical  bent,  he  turned  to  sawmilling.  In  that 
day  much  timber  still  stood  in  rural  areas.  He  got  together 
enough  capital  to  buy  a  sawmill  and  became  an  employer  of  labor. 

He  would  buy  a  tract  of  land,  usually  some  eroded  farm,  set  up  his 
sawmill  by  a  pond  or  stream,  and  with  a  crew  of  12-15  men  cut, 
haul,  saw  ano  market  the  timber.  One  usually  speaks  without 
charity  of  these  itinerant  sawmill  operators  as  exploiters  of  the 
nation's  riches,  as  men  "wastefully  reaping  the  harvest  of  a 
hundred  years."  But  any  other  course  is  hardly  conceivable  for 
that  era.  A  commodity  is  not  economically  precious  until  it  is 
scarce;  at  that  time  timber  was  plentiful  and  cheap,  and  the 
heavy  work  of  narvesting  it  returned  small  profit.  Mark  Depew 
was  just  beginning  to  get  his  business  on  a  debt  free  basis  when 
■he  died,  in  Metcalfe  county,  Ky .  The  last  farm  which  ne  had 
bought  intending  to  harvest  the  timber  and  move  on  to  another, 
became  his  burial  ground.  He  is  buried  in  the  Mann  cemetery, 
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four  miles  from  Edmonton,  Ky,  where  rest  also  now  his  wife,  his  mother 
and  his  eldest  child.  Descendants:

Lonnie  Boston  was  an  easy  going,  kind  hearted  man,  happy  at  his 
fireside  with  no  restless  masculine  urge  for  the  outdoor  life.  Though 
he  was  a  farmer  and  eventually  owned  several  tracts  of  lana ,  he  acquired 
this  property  rather  by  good  management  than  by  hard  farm  labor,  for 
which,  being  rather  frail,  he  was  not  fitted.  he  was  a  good  businessman, 
knew  how  to  increase  his  capital  by  making  nis  acres  produce ,  and  by 
lending  small  amounts  to  his  neighbors,  whom  he  never  pressed  for  payment. 

He  came  of  a  large  family,  who  were  prouabiy  pioneers  in  that  region,  for 
numerous  relatives  lived  all  about  him,  most  of  tnem  prospering.  Beside 
the  yard  surrounding  the  house  in  which  he  grew  up,  was  the  family  cemetery, 
in  those  days  already  old  and  filled  with  large  cedars  that  sighed 
mournfully  in  the  wind.  There  his  father,  mother,  stepmother,  and 
others  of  the  family  were  buried,  and  there  today  he,  his  wife,  and  only 
child  also  rest.  Those  who  inherit  a  place  in  such  a  family  cemetery  are 
truly  "brought  home"  at  tne  last.

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VAUGHAN  HOPE  GENEALOGY 


Samuel  Vaughan  (1730-1825)  ana  Mourning  Hope  (1760-1842) 


According  to  family  accounts  Samuel  Vaughan  went  from  Virginia  to 
Kentucky. 

In  1805  Samuel  Vaugnan  had  100  acres  surveyed  in  Cumberland  county 
( Jillson ,  Book  9,  p.  140)  .  Ruth  Depew,  his  great-granddaughter,  says  this 
was  the  farm  on  which  her  latter  Benjamin  Vaugnan  (grandson  of  Samuel) 
was  reared.  This  region  is  now  in  Russell  county,  wnich  was  formed  in 
1825  from  Adair,  Cumberland  and  Wayne  counties. 

Cumberland  county  tax  records  were  ouraea  except  some  for  1799  and 
ld05.  Samuel  Vaughan  appears  in  neither  year  as  taxpayer;  he  p-rooably 
arrived  tnere  about  1805  .  he  does  not  appear  im  Russell  county  tax  lists; 
he  died  t&e  year  Russell  county  was  formed,  1825. 


Samuel  Vaughan's  son  John  paid  taxes  in  Russell  county  on  250  acres 
on  Cumberland  river,  in  1026.  Samuel  Vaughan's  wife  Mourning  paid  tax 
in  Russell  county  on  land  on  tne  Cumberland  river  in  1827. 

Ruth  (Vaughan  )  Depew,  great-granddaughter  of  Samuel^  stated  that 
his  family  lived  in  Long  bottom  on  Cumoerlanu  river,  Russell  county.  Her 
relatives,  descendants  of  Benjamin  /VjcFarlana ,  lived  fartner  up  tne  river 
in  the  same  *  bottom  where  Wolf  CreeK  dam  was  built.  Much  of  Long  Bottom 
has  been  submerged  by  the  darn. 


Weils'-  History  of  Cumberland  County,  1947,  states':  "The  slices  from 
Cumberland  county  which  helped  form  Russell  and  Clinton  counties  include 
four  big  bottoms,  originally  Cumberland  county  lana  (1)  swan  Pond  bottom 
(2)  Jackman  bottom  (3)  Rockhouse  bottom  (4)  Wells  bottom,  etc." 

According  to  tne  I85O  census  of  Pulaski  county,  Ky . ,  Jamuel  Vaughan's 
daughter  Elizabeth  (who  married  piacaijah  Hale)  was  born  in  Virginia,  her 
age  at  tne  time  of  the  1 550  census  being  63.  However,  the  same  census 
states  that  Samuel's  daughter  Frances  (who  married  John  Zachary)  was  o5 
in  1850  ana  "born  in  Kentucky."  This  second  place  of  birth  is  probauly 
an  error;  in  1787  approximate  date  of  iier  birth,  she  would  have  been 
born  in  Virginia.  She  was  married  March  6,  1510  in  pen  Lucky.  (Described 
in  "Ola  Settlers"  in  history  of  Pula-ski  County  by  Alma  Owens  Ti  b bals ,  1952 ) 

In  Pulaski  county  Will  Book  1,  Samual  Vaughan  appears  in  1514  as 
debtor  in  an  estate  settlement;  in  l8lo  as  an  appraiser  of  an  estate.

This  inventory  of  the  "personal  property  and  Slaves"of  Samuel 
Vaughan  was  signed  by  William  Buster  and  John  Zachary,  two  sons-in-law. 

It  was  dated  June  1^  ,  1531;  the  appraisers  (William  McClure,  William 
Warriner,  John  Ballinger)  recorded  it  at  court  July  11,  1631  .  No  land 
transaction  occurs,  but  at  later  dates  we  find  legal  transactions  made  by 
the  heirs,  devising  their  snares  of  tne  lana  to  Samuel  Vaughan's  son  John, 
with  whom  his  mother,  Moffituning,  seemingly  resided. 

Mrs.  Margaret  D.  Frye,  genealogist  of  5O0  Columbia  St.,  Somerset, 

Ky .  wno  collected  the  aoove  court  record,  states: 

"The  size  of  the  stills  mentioned  in  tne  inventory  indicates  that 
Samuel  Vaughan  sold  liquor  'down  river'.  Many  small  boats  went  down  car¬ 
rying  cargoes  of  grain,  coal,  liquor  and  anything  tnat  ca.ne  out  of  the 
river  valleys  to  be  sold  in  Tennessee;  they  even  took  tobacco  all  the  way 
down  the  Cumberland  to  New  Orleans  via  tne  Ohio  and  Missipsippi  rivers. 

At  New  Orleans  the  boats  were  sold  and  the  men  came  home  overland. 

"The  amount  due  Samuel's  estate  from  William  Murrell  of  Clarksville 
may  refer  to  Clarksville,  Term,  a  man  with  whom  Samuel  perhaps  did  some- 
trading  or  selling.  The  fact  that  the  family  had  'fancy'  bea  covering  of 
those  days  indicates  there  was  money  coming  in  from  some  outside  trading, 
and  that  Samuel  brought  in  some  luxuries  for  his  family.  Few  inventories 
of  those  days  show  so  ma yy  sheets,  'figured  counterpins',  etc.  Mos£"  were 
homespun . "

Samuel  Vaughan  left  no  will.  In  1838  county  records  show  John 
Zachary  and  wife  Frances,  William  VV .  Buster  and  wife  Margaret,  both 
couples  of  Pulaski,  sell  their  part  in  Samuel  Vaughan's  land,  for  $>364 
each,  tne  land  "v/hereon  the  widow  now  resides  in  Russell  county,  Ky .  on 
waters  of  Cuiberland  river  at  the  lower  enu  of  the  Long  nottjm  on  the 
north  side  of  Cumberland  river,  unto  John  Vaughan."  Russell  county 
Kentucky  Deeds  Book  "C"  page  340541. 

In  Russell  County  Will  Book  page  4 52  is  record  of  settlement  of  the 
estate  oi  Samuel  Vaugnan's  wife  Mourning,  recorded  Lovember  10,  1848,  by 
Micajah  Hail  adminstrator  (  a  son-in-law).  The  whole  estate  brought 
#144 . 17/2. 

John  Zachary  (son-in-law)  bought  a  bed  and  furniture  for  $16. 

Elizabeth  Vaughan  (daughter-in-law  with  whom  she  lived)  bought  a 
bed  ana  its  furniture  for  Jil8.  Alio  steelyards,  cupboard  -and  disnes 
in  three  lots  at  50  cents  each  lot. 

Samuel  and  Benjamin  Vaughan  (grandsons,  sons  of  John)  also  bought 
articles,  as  did  William  Boyd  and  a  James  McClure.

The  date  ox  Mourning, (yaughan ' s  estate  in  164b  seems  to  indicate  this 
was  near  the  date  of  her  death  instead  of  the  family  record  of  1842. 


Research  in  land  transactions  in  certain  counties  in  Virginia,  might 
lead  to  knowledge  of  Samuel  Vaughan's  ancestry. 

The  1790  census  of  Virginia  (1762-b7ilax  lists)  snow  two  Samuel 
Vaughans :

Samuel  Vaughan,  Amelia  county  (Dinwa)  1785:  6  whites,  4  blacks

A  George  Vaughan's  will  probated  1771,  Dinwidoa  county,  names  sons 
George,  David’,  Benjamin,  William  and  grandson  Samuel.  The  "grandson 
Samuel"  would  be  t:>o  young  to  be  the  subject  of  this  genealogy/,  out 
might  have  been  son  of  a  father  bearing  that  name,  deceased  at  time 
of  the  will,  or  absent. 

In  1781  Samuel  Vaughan  of  Amelia  county,  wills  son  Samuel  land  in 
Prince  George  county  and  in  Amelia  county.

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Information  available  concerning  Mourning  Hope  who  became 
the  wife  of  Samuel  Vaugnan 


The  following  information  came  chiefly  from  Jesse  Bryan,  32K  East 
William  St.,  Decatur,  Illinois,  who  wriDte  it  in  a  letter  Karen,  199-5. 

According  to  Mr.  Bryan  tne  father  of  Mourning  Hope  was  John  Hope  who 
was  living  in  Hanover  county  Virginia,  after  the  He volutionary  war,  the 
owner  of  14  slaves.  He  was  married  first  to  Mary  pamplin ;  second  to  Tem¬ 
perance  Harris.  In  the  Bostox.  Transcript  of  Decemoe.r  j>l ,  1937,  appeared 
the  following  inquiry: 

John  Hope  of  Hanover  county,  Va.  was  born  about  1729-35*  lie 
was  a  member  of  tne  Church  of  England ;  married  acout  1750  to  Mary 
Pamplin  who  was  perhaps  tne  daughter  of  Thomas  Pamplin.  They 
were  parents  of  at  least  tne  following  cnildren:  Aphracia  born 
August  24,  1752,  and  married  Thomas  woorman,  member  of  the 
Society  of  Friends;  J  ->hn  Hope,  corn  December  5,  1700,  a  Revo¬ 
lutionary  war  pensioner  (No.  S-l8,C53);  ana  Mourning  Hope  who 
married  ...  Vaughan.  When  ana  where  was  John  Hope  Sr.  born,  and 
when  and  where  did  ne  die? 

Mr.  Bryan  continued:  There  were  5  nr  6  childrex.  by  each  wife,  as 
I  remember  (recalling  his  earlier  investigations),  possibly  only  tne 
two  girls  and  two  boys  by  the  first.  I  am  almost  sure  that  Joan. was 
the  second  son  of  John  Sr.  ana  I  am  most  certain  that  tnere  were 
James  ana  Giles’  by  the  first  wife.  Tne  na..,e  Mourning  was  given 
because  the  child's  motner  aied  v;nei.  it  was  a  baoy;  so  Mourning  Hope 
must  have  been  the  youngest  child  of  Mary  pamplin. 

Mr.  Bryan  continued:  Aphracia  (Effie)  Hope  wno  married  Tftomas 
Moorman  of  Campbell  county,  Va.  was  my  great-great  grand  .otiier.  When 
Effie  was  a  small  girl  ner  father  liked  to  play  the  violin  ana  nave 
her  dance.  Sne  was  such  a  nice  dancer  he  tooK  much  interest  in  her 
and  showed  her  ;uch  preference.  Her  stepmother  became  jealous  and 
made  frer  life  unpleasax.i.  Her  godmother  (they  were  Church  of  England) 
took  ner,  witn  her  father's  conseii,  am  placea  her  in  tne  no.,e  of 
Thomas  and  Rebecca  Terrell,  Quakers,  who  were  like  parents  to  her. 

Thomas  Moorman  who  was  a  cousin  of  the  Terrells  came  to  visit  them 
and  met  and  married  Effie. 

The  Moormans  moved  to  Green  county,  Ohio.  After  making  a  nome  in 
two  states  and  rearing  a  family,  Effie  aevoted  her  time  to  helping 
the  sick  ana  needy.  She  weighed  scarcely  100  pounds,  while  her  husband 
weighed  over  J>00  pounds.  She  haa  "second  signt",  or  as  we  'would  say, 
was  psychic,  learned  to  "obey  the  still  small  voice."  She  was  married 
in  the  Church  of  England,  but  afterward  joined  the  juaKers  and  "quit 
dancing . " 

Thomas  Moorman  and  Effie  had  a  son,  John  Hope  Moorman,  who  remained 
in  Virginia  and  married  a  Johnson.  They  also  had  a  son  Thomas  Pamplin 
Moorman  of  Greene  county,  Ohio,  wno  was  my  great-grandfather.

It  is  uncertain  which  of  John  Hope's  wives  was  mother  of  Mourning. 

She  may  nave  been  so  named  because,  as  Mr.  Bryan  suggested,  her  mother 
died  early;  on  the  other  hand,  Mourning  was  not  unusual  as  a  name.  So'me 
evidence  that  she  was  the  child  of  Temperance  Harris  is  that  sne  named 
one  of  her  own  daughters  Temperance . 


The  following  letter  is  preserved  in  Tyler's  Quarterly,  v.  7 

Greene  county,  Ohio 
21st  of  second  month,  1644 

To  John  H.  Moorman 
Bedford  county,  Virginia 
Lynchburg,  P.D. 

Mailed  at  Jamestown,  Ohio,  Pebruary  24,  1644 ,  postage  25  cents. 

Respected  Son:  I  received  thy  letter  giving  us  information  of  the 
decease  of  John  Hope  of  Hanover,  and  that  he  died  intestate.  I  may 
inform  thee  that  we  agree  to  thy  proposition  of  giving  us  one  half  of 
what  tny  mother's  portion  shall  be  in  said  estate  and  have  herewith 
sent  out  relinquishment  of  all  our  interest  duly  executed.  Thee  mentioned 
tnat  part  of  John  Hope's  estate  consisted  of  negroes  and  if  upon  the 
division  of  the  estate  the  negroes  should  be  divided  and  any  should  fall 
to  us,  it  is  our  wish  that  they  should  be  set  free. 

I  have  sent  thee  a  Power  of  Attorney  to  make  thee  to  act  in  the 
case  of  George  May's  debt;  if  thee  can  make  anything  out  of  it  I  want 
thee  to  retain  enough  in  thy  hands  to  compensate  thee  for  all  trouble 
and  expense,  and  if  tnere  should  ce  anything  more,  the  representatives 
of  Micajah  Moorman  deceased  should  tie  entitled  to  it,  and  would  gladly 
receive  it . 

I  may  inform  thee  that  Joseph  Johnson  (thy  father-in-law )  has 
deceased  since  I  wrote  to  thee,  wnich  was  a  few  days  before  I  received 
thy  letter.  My  son  Micajah 's  wii e  is  still  unwell  but  is  judged  to  be 


on  the  mend.  Thy  mother  wishes  to  know  something  about  her  sister 
Mourning  Vaughan  and  her  family.  Bhe  thought  perhaps  some  information 
could  be  attained  in  the  course  of  settling  her  brother's  estate.  Nothing 
more  at  present.  We  still  remain  in  common  health,  and  our  relations 
hereaway  are  generally  well  as  far  as  we  know.

At  the  time  the  acove  letter  was  written  Mourning  Vaughan  had  been 
dead  about  2  vears  if  family  record  of  her  death  is  correct.  However, 
if  we  date  her  death  by  the  year  her  estate  was  settled,  she  lived 
until  1648.  The  John  Hope  referred  to  in  the  above  letter  as  recently 
deceased  is  of  course  not  Mourning's  father,  but  her  brother  Jonn  Hope, 
the  Revolutionary  soldier. 

It  would  seem  that  much  of  the  information  given  by  Jesse  Bryan  of 
Decatur,  Illinois,  as  to  the  Hope  family  was  derived  from  tne  letter 
printed  in  Tyler's  Quarterly,  and  the  inquiry  in  the  -oston  Transcript, 
both  printed  above.  In  addition  he  supplied  the  name  of  his  ancestor 
Aphracia  Hope,  Mourning's  sister,  and  the  names  of  two  brothers  James 
and  Giles,  no  further  confirmed. 

John  Hope  Jr.  brother  of  Mourning  Hope  Vaughan  applied  for  a 
Revolutionary  war  pension  August  28,  1832.  Application  //S-10G33  on  lile 
in  the  Archives  building,  Washington,  D.C.  stated  he  was  ?1  years  old, 
was  born  "in  the  forks  of  Hanover",  Kano/er  county,  Dec.  3 i  l?oG ;  that  he 
had  lived  in  Hanover  county  all  his  life;  was  put  on  muster  roll  for 
militia  service  at  age  lb;  served  a  total  of  14  months  on  7  or  6  different 
tours  of  duty,  as  a  private  in  infantry  from  1777-1781;  that  he  served 
chiefly  around  Williamsburg  and  York;  was  once  under  command  of 
LaFayette,  whom  he  recalled  seeing;  that  he  served  at  the  time  of 
Benedict  Arnold's  invasion.  (Pension  was  granted  hi,.) 


In  the  early  days  of  V  rginia  settlement,  ship  captains  were  paid 
passa,  e  money  for  bringing  settlers  to  tne  new  world.  Among  records  of 
such  payments,  is  the  cost  of  passage  of  one  Giles  Hope. 

Mourning  Hope  Had  a  brother  named  Giles,  a  name  not  too  frequently 
encountered,  and  since  tne  Hope  family  is  .not  too  numerous  in  V ir  inia, 
and  it  is  likely  they  followed  t£ie  custom  of  nanding  down  nan.es  from 
father  to  son,  research  in  Virginia  recoins  might  reach  bock  to  this 
early  Giles  Hope  as  the  first  of  tne  family  in  Virginia.  Records  in 
Virginia  snow  that  several  Hopes  left  w ills  or  tnejr  property  was  in 
court  for  settlement  after  decease.

Miss  Mary  Nicks,  a  descendant  of  this  couple  supplied  dates  and 
information,  which  she  stated  wepe taken  from  tomostones  ana  county- 
court  records  of  Washington  county,  Texas.  According  to  her  account 

"This  couple  went  from  Kentucky  to  Texas  in  1528,  and  -settled  in 
Washington  county.  He  acquired  vast  lanu  holdings  there;  one  deed 
shows  he  bought  league  for  $2100,  others  just  as  cheap.  He  had 
an  original  land  grant  in  Limestone  county,  1250  acres,  which  he 
sold  a  few  years  later  for  $400.  He  was  one  of  the  commission 
appointed  b,v  an  act  of  the  congress  of  the  new  republic  to  lay 
out  and  sell  lots  in  the  town  of  Benham.  I  have  phostatic  copies 
of  his  application  for  bounty  land  grants  for  service  in  the  war 
of  1812,  in  which  he  served  as  a  private,  Capt.  Samuel  Tate's 
company.  Also  of  Margaret  Vaughan  Buster's  application  for  a 
widow’s  pension  (National  Archives,  Washington,  D.C.).  One  thing 
tney  seem  to  have  aonsidereci  quite  notable  (since  it  was  mentioned 
in  the  land  grant  application  in  l8p2  and  in  tne  widow's  pension 
application,  in  1781)  was  the  fact  that  William  Woods  luster  'saw 
tne  body  of  Tecumseh  soon  after  he  fell.' 

"This  couple  is  buried  in  the  jard  of  the  plantation  home  five 
miles  west  of  Benham.  An  Jron  fence  surrounds  the  two  graves. 

There  was  once  a  large  liveoak  over  the  graves,  probably  four  feet 
in  diameter.  When  I  was  there  last  summer  (1953)  only  the  large 
stump  -remained . "

Account  of  the  sale 
of  the  widow's  property  snows  tnat  Benjamin  McFarland  (her  father) 
and  one  William  Boyd  bought  almost  tne  entire  estate.  The  "widow 
Vaughan"  bought  a  bible  for  12)2  cents.  Page  168  of  Will  Book  1 
shows  the  inventory  arm  appraisement  by  administrator  Aaron  Beck 
and  Elizabeth  Vaughan,  dated  Sept.  23,  1640.

When  this  couple  was  married,  Bartholomew  Helm  sr .  father 
of  the  bride,  gave  to  her--as  to  each  of  his  cnildren  upon 
marriage --a  tract  of  land  arid  a  negro  servant.  Tnis  tract  of 
land,  comprising  about  60  acres,  Benjamin  Vaughan  added  to, 
rounding  out  a  farm  of  about  200  acres.  On  this  farm  in 
Russell  county,  Ky.  (about  4  miles  from  Creelsooro),  the  couple 
reared  their  ten  children  and  lived  out  their  lives.  The  -land 
continued  in  possession  oi  their  descendants  until  aoout  1930, 
when  it  was  sold. 

As  to  the  negro  servant,  a  girl  named  Nancy,  she  too  lived 
there  until  freedom  came  with  the  Civil  war.  Ruth  Vaughan 
Depew ,  daughter  of  Benjamin  T.  Vaugnan,  remembers  seeing  Nancy 
return  to  visit  the  family  of  her  former  master,  and  all  the 
white  children  of  the  former  owner  swarmed  about  to  greet  her 
and  offer  the  best  chair.  Another  desc endarxt  ,  a  brother  oi  Ruth 
who  lived  to  be  105,  Bart  Vaughan,  also  remembered  her.  (See 
account  of  Bart  Vaughan  following.) 

Benjamin  Toler  Vaughan  was  a  devout  Metbodist,  ana  in  his 
later  years  passed  through  tne  church  rites  prescribed  for 
"the  sanctified . v  He  was  remembered  by  his  children  a,s  a  good 
man,  worthy  of  such  distinction,  not  over-righteous  but  kind.

lie  belonged  to  the  Democratic  party, and.  served  some  years  as  a  local 
magistrate.  his  daughter  Ruth  Vaughan  Depew  recalled  his  nolding;  court 
in  the  yard  outside  his  house.  One  of  these  court  sessions  may  not  have 
been  peaceable,  for  his  wife  Elizabeth  Anne--ordinarily  a  quiet,  meeK 
woman-pro  tested  to  one  of  the  litigants  for  using  profane  language 
in  the  hearing  of  her  children.

The  children  delighted  to  come  upon  the  birds' 
large  eggs  and  carry  them  to  an  approving  mother.  One  aay  the  two  small 
girls  Florence  and  Ruth  came  upon  a  goose  on  the  nest,  and  squatted  beside 
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the  bird  to  await  the  egg,  meanwhile  debating  which  was  to  have  it.  At 
last  Florence,  in  a  determined  effort  to  secure  tn-e  egg  for  herself, 
grabbed  the  fowl  from  the  nest  and  ran,  intending  to  wait  the  eg'g 
elsewhere.  At  that  very  moment  the  goose  deposited  the  egg  in  the  nest, 
and  Ruth  caught  it  up.

First  available  record  of  Benjamin  McFarland  occurs  in  Old  Greene 
County,  Tenn.  records,  which  give  the  marriage  license  of  Benjamin  McFar¬ 
land  and  Ruth  Jack,  issued  July  31,  1768.  Alexander  Ward  appears  as 
surety.  In  the  same  records,  a  James  Jack  appears  as  surety  in  1766. 

In  1768  John  and  William  i-.cFarland  are  joint  sureties. 

Tennessee  was  formed  from  the  western  half  of  North  Carolina.  In 
1769  the  Watauga  (also  called  Hols ton)  settlement  was  formed  by  families 
from  eastern  N.  Car.  and  V a.  Another  settlement  was  at  Carter  or 
Rogers  vi  lie,. 

In  1777  Washington’  county  was  formed  from  Wilkes  and  Burk  counties 
of  North  Carolina.  This  county  tnen  embraced  all  that  is  now  Tennessee. 
In  1764  N.  Car.  ceded  tnis  territory  to  the  U.S.  Government.  At  this 
time  there  were  three  counties:  Washington,  Sullivan,  Greene.  For  a 
brief  time  the  region  was  organized  as  a  state  named  Frauklin.  This 
state  collapsed  in  1788.  N.  Car.  again  ceded  tnis  territory  to  the 
U.S.  Goverximent  in  1790.  In  1796  Tennessee  became  a  state. 

In  1778  a  land  office  was  opened  in  the  Holston  settlements, 
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and  settlers  were  required  to  make  entries  according  to  h .  Car.  laws. 
(Hitnerto  they  had  their  lana  titles  on  purchase  from  tne  Indians).  Eacn 
family  head  was  allowed  to  take  up  640  acres,  100  for  wife,  100  for  eacn 
child,  at  40  shillings  per  100  acres.  Additional  amount  cost  at  tne  rate 
of  100  shillings.  All  men  of  the  Holston  settlement  were  at  that  time  in 
service  of  tne  State  militia  in  the  campaign  a,  ainst  tne  Indians;  when  tne 
land  office  was  opened,  money  due  them  for  this  sex-vice  paid  tneir  land 
claims.  Afterwards  large  tracts  were  given  in  lieu  of  pay  to  Revolutionary 
war  soldiers. 

The  1550  census  lists  Benjamin  McFarland  "age  62,  farmer,  born  in 
Virginia,"  He  died  in  Russell  county,  Ky .  March  2b,  1699- 

Kentucky  Vital  Statistics  1694-62  lists  "Rutha  McFarland,  a6e  69, 
born  in  Pennsylvania,  parents  unknown,  died  Sept.  6,  1093,  from  injury 
in  a  fail."  Family  records  give  her  bxrtn  "corn  in  Pennsylvania  Qot.  9, 
1706." 

William  Travis  McFarland  (corn  1699)  of  Maceo,  Ky .  wrote  on  .Jan.  12, 

19^3  : 

...James  Madison  McFarland  was  my  grandfather;  Ben  McFarland  was  my 
father,  and  was  grandson  of.  the  first  Benjamin  McFarland  (reterred  to. above. 

1  can  plainly  refnemuer  seeing  my  great-grandfather  Benjamin  McFarland. 

There  were  9  children,  four  coys  and  9  girls.  I  was  able  to  see  only 

2  boys  and  3  girls.  1  saw  Sally  McFarland  who  married  Aaron  Beck; 

Elizabeth  McFarland  who  married  Johri  Vaugnan;  and  Annie  McFarland  wno 
married  David  Cook.  I  saw  William  me 'Far land  who  married  the  Acree 
woman  and  then  later  married  Polly  Long;  they  raiseu  7  children,  3  boys 
and  4  girls,  and  a  finer  family  was  never  raised  in  Kentucky... 

I  was  born  before  the  Civil  War ;  1  heal'd  the  cannon  fire  that  killed 

Zolicoffer  at  Millsprings,  Ky .  That  has  been  only  a  little  over  00  years 
ago.  My  father  was  named  Ben,  and  a  better  man  never  went  this  way... 

I  got  the  facts  about  the  family  ten  years  ago  when  I  started  to  write  a 
History  of  the  McFarlands.  My  Uncle  Abraham  Baugn  was  county  clerk  for 
a  while,  ana  1  wrote  my  cousin  in  hew  Mexico  and  received  some  informa¬ 
tion.  But  most  that  I  gathered  came  from  Elizabeth  (McFarland)  Vaughan, 
Sally  (McFarland)  Beck,  and  Annie  (McFarland)  Cook.  Those  three  old 
ladies  were  in  rny  parents  1  home  much,  ana  when  they  got  together  tney 
talked  of  old  times  all  the  time. 

I  have  written  a  poem  in  honor  of  my  grea t-granaf atner  Ban j a min

William  Travis  -McFarland ,  born  lo^4 

Samuel  Long  was  one  of  my  great-grandfathers.  He  left  N.  Carolina 
about  1775  or  1/80  and  settled  on  the  sooth  side  of  Cumberland  river. 

He  married  Nancy  Travis  in  Tennessee.  The  Travises  were  and  are  a 
prominent  people.  There  is  a  town  named  iox-  them,  Travisville  ...

Nina  (McFarland)  Sharp  of  Jamestown,  Ky.  wrote  Dec.  28,  Iyh2  (Che 
a  niece  of  William  Travis  McFarland): 

Tne  Benjamin  McFarland  (1767-1639)  who  carried  Ruth  Jack,  came  from 
Virginia.  He  settled  in  Long  Bottom  on  the  nortn  Side  ol  Oumoerland 
river,  owned  quite  a  bit  of  land,  extending  iron,  what  is  now  Known  as 
Rowena  (Russell  county,  Ky . )  to  tne  bluff,  a  couple  of  miles  or  more  up 
the  river.  He  built  a  home  in  this  wilderness  which  still  stands,  but  has 
been  remodeled,  and  is  known  to  us  as  the  old  Baugh  place,  since  it  later 
became  property  of  his  grand-daughter  Mary  McFarland  who  married  Abram  Baugh. 
Mary  Baugh  was  a  daughter  of  James  Madison  McFarland  and  Minerva  (Long) 
McFarland,  and  a  sister  of  my  grandfather  Benjamin  mcFarland  (corn  18.53)* 

When  my  grandfather  married  Jane  V _pughan  tney  lived  in  a  two-room  log 
house  on  part  of  the  land  owned  by  the  original  Benjamin  ncFrland  (1767- 

1859)  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  up  the  bottom.  There  all  my  uncles  were 

born  and  there  I  was  born  and  my  brothers.  The  house,  like  the  original 
house,  has  been  remodeled  and  enlarged.  This  land  has  been  divided  into 
several  farms  now,  but  the  "home  place"  is  still  owned  by  a  nephew  of  Mary 
Baugh,  Elmer  Wheat.  He  also  owns  the  place  where  my  family  was  born. 

As  to  the  nouse  you  spoke  of  mentioned  in  tne  Kentucky  history,  it 

still  stands,  but  was  not  built  by  a  McFarland.  I  am  not  sure  of  the 

original  owner,  but  my  uncle  Joe  McFarland,  youngest  son  of  Benjamin  and 
Jane,  has  owned  and  lived  there  probably  18  years. 

As  to  the  Be Iks  and  Helms  and  Tacketts,  I  don't  know  anything 
about  them.  There  is  an  island  down  the  river  called  Be Iks  Island,  and 
there  is  a  hill  called  Tackett  hill,  but  I  don't  know  why. 

All  this  land  mentioned  will  be  submerged  when  the  darn  is  completed. 

As  to  the  Vaughan  graves,  John, or  Jack,  Vaughan  who  married  Eliza  be tn ,  or 

Betsy,  McFarland  and  who  is  my  great- gr  a ndmo t : . e r ,  owned  land  in  the  lower 

end  of  Long  Bottom  below  the  dam  site,  so  the  Vaugaan  graves  will  not  be 

moved.  ,  .  ,x  ...  ,  _  _

Benjamin  McFarland  first  appeared  in  Kentucky  records  in  Adair 
county  tax  list  of  1805.  He  owned  tracts  of  land,  200,  2uO,  luO ,  and  lpO 
acres  on  Clifty  creek.  This  creek  is  later  called  Greasy  creek,  which 
means  his  land  was  near  both,  and  was  sometimes  listed  on  one  and  again  on 
the  other,  according  to  Mrs.  Hattie  Scott,  genealogist.  She  stated  also: 
"He  continued  to  pay  tax  on  this  land  through  1809 .  In  1810  he  had  only 
two  tracts,  207  add  200  acres.  In  1811  he  had  2C0 ,  200,  200  acre  tracts. 
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In  1512  he  had  200  and  55  acre  tracts."  She  farther  stated  that  there  are 
no  McFarlands  in  the  first  deed  book  of  Adair  county. 

It  is  almost  certainly  on  this  land  that  he  lived  and  died,  although 
he  died  in  Russell  county.  (Cumberland  county  was  formed  1798  from  Green 
county;  Adair  county  was  formed  from  Green  county  in  1501;  Jayne  county 
was  formed  irom  Curnbe x'land  and  Pulaski  counties  in  1600;  Russell  county  was 
formed  in  1625  from. Adair,  Cumberland  ana  Mayr.e  counties.  The  first  Russell 
county  records  are  1626). 

According  to  Mrs.  Scott,  only  two  early  county  tax  lists  for  Cumberland 
county  exist,  1799  and  1605 .  Benjamin  McFarland  does  not  appear  in  either. 
But  a  Daniel  McFarland  had  200  acres  and  a  John  McFarland  had  200  acres  in 
this  county. 

Benjamin  McFarland's  daughter  Elizabeth  (who  married  Jonn  Vaughan)  gave 
the  place  of  her  birth  as  "Forth  Carolina"  on  June  4,  1600.  north  Carolina 
where  she  probably  was  born  was  later  East  Tennessee.  hence  he  must  have 
come  to  Kentucky  after  that  date. 

Probably  one  of  the  last  legal  transactions  of  Benjamin  McFarland  Sr. 
is  recorded  in  Russel-l  county  Deed  Book  "F"  :  November  21,  1655  Benjamin 
McFarland  Sr.  "for  natural  love  and  affection,  etc.  to  my  daughter  Belizacetn 
Vaughan"  gives  her  possession  of  a  negro  boy.  This  Elizabeth  Vaughan  is  the 
daughter  who  married  John  Vaughan  May  15,  1621  (Adair  County  Marriages).

Most  01  the  following  information  concerning  earliest  memoers  of  Henry 
Helm's  family  was  written  down  in  December,  109^  ,  b)  Alice  (Vaughan) 
Sharp,  in  Russell  county,  Ky.  This  information  she  got  from  Mary  (Beik) 
Helm  who  was  born  in  160b,  and  her  daughter  Elizabeth  (Helm)  Vaughan, 
wife  of  Benjamin  Toler  Vaughan.  Elizabeth  (Helm;  Vaugnan  was  corn, 
married,  reared  ten  children,  and  aiect  on  a  tract  of  land  given  her  b;y 
her  father  Bartholomew  Helm  wno  was  a  son  of  Henry  Helm.  This  land 
located  in  Russell  county,  Ey .  was  not  sola  away  until  19^-2. 

Another  source  of  this  information  was  the  Vaugnan  family  bibie , 
later  in  possession  of  William  hudson  Vaugnan  of  Dallas,  Texas. 

Other  sources:  U.S.  census  reports.  Kentucky  Vital  statistics  in 
tne  Old  Capital  building,  Frankfort,  covering  1632-1go2.  Adair  county 
and  Cumberland  county  marriages.  state  Li  erar;y  in  Frankfort,  ky .  for 
the  years  l8G2-l$}2o.  Great-granddaughter  Ruth  (Vaugnan)  Depew. 

Fai.  ily  tradition  and  records  show  that  .xex.ry  Helm  went  from  Virginia 
to  Kentucky,  where  he  died.  In  tne  U.S.  census  records,  several  of  his 
older  children  are  listed  "born  in  Virginia." 

In  tne/790  census  01  Virginia  (1762-03)  tax  lists^  of  Frederick 
county,  a  Henry  Helm  is  listed  as  "family  head,  one  adult,  wnite."  But 
in  the  same  county  are  listed  George  and  Meredith  Helm,  who  were  promi¬ 
nent  in  early  Kentucky  records,  and  sees  of  a  different  family  tnan  the 
subject  of  tnis  genealogy,  if  family  tradition  is  reliable. 

In  tne  Nelson  county,  Ky .  minute  uook  of  May,  i?63  to  March,  1760, 
page  119  is  record  of  a  Hexiry  Helm  producing  nomination  for  deputy  sur¬ 
veyor,  Oct.  23,  1783.  Nelson  count)  was  formed  in  1784  (before  Ky .  was 
a  state)  ana  covered  a  large  area  of  Ky .  ,  including  who  t  was  later  coun¬ 
ties  in  wni.cn  tne  subject  of  this  genealogy  appears  recorded.  But  tne 
Henry  Helm  o I  this  Nelson  county  record  is  very  likely  a  member  01  the 
George  and  mereaitn  Helm  fan. ily  who,  as  early  land  records  show,  were 
eagerly  taking  up  extensive  tracts  of  land;  whereas  tne  Henry  Helm  of 
this  genealogy  was  denied  his  claim  far  land  bounty  for  war  service, 
end  records  indicate  re  never  possessed  large  tracts  of  land  in  Ky . 
However ,  evidence  that  Henry  Helm  was  not  of  tne  George-Mereditn  Helm 
fan, ily  is  not  conclusive.  Tnis  evidence  is  merely  (i)  so  far  as  known, 
he  aid  not  get  into  the  serai,. lie  for  land  with  George  and  Meredith, 

(2)  family  tradition  is  that  he  was  Dorn  in  England . 

A  iifenry  Helm  appears  in  vvashington  county,  Tennessee  records 
1802-1610.  In  I8u8  ne  is  in  court  to  collect  a  debt.  In  1609  he  is 
again  in  court.  In  lolO  he  is.  assigned  for-  road  work.  This  could  be 
tne  Henry  Helm  of  this  genealogy,  whose  appearance  in  Kentucky  is  not, 
definitely  established  until  1610.  In  these  same  county  records  occurj) 
a  reference  to  a  Henry  and  a  John  helm  in  1000.  Again  these  two  naii.es 
occur  in  a  tax  list  01  1614-19. 

Ap 1626  land  survey  of  Jefferson  county,  Term,  shows  a  Henry  Helm 
owning  lana  there.  This  could  be  the  henry  Helm  of  tnis  genealogy  only 
if  he  retained  ownership  of  laxid  alter  he  had  .1  ft  for  kex.tucky. 

First  established  records  of  him  in  Kentucky  appear  in  lolO . 
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Following  are  the  first  esta  blished  records  of  this  Henry  Helm 
in  hentucny  or  elsewhere. 

His  son  George  Helm  married  Sarah  Jackman ,  July  12,'  1810  (Marriages 
of  Cumberland  county,  Ky .  1799-1317)* 

His  son  James  Helm  married  Polly  (Mary)  Hadley,  Nov.  21,  loll. 
(Marriages  of  Auair  county,  Ky .  1002-1026).  Auair  county  was  formed 
partly  from  Cumberland  county  in  1001. 

The  1010  Cumberland  county,  Ky .  census  lists  Henry  Helm  as  "over  49", 
his  family  consisting  of  his  wife  with  three  daughters  and  five  sons. 

TH is  is  certainly  the  Henry  Helm  of  this  genealogy. 

In  1626  Henry  Helm  owned  122  acres  in  Adair  county,  Ky .  (Jillson: 

Old  Kentucky  Land  Grants).  According  to  Jillson,  Henry  Helm  owned  two 
lots  In  1026,  6 0  acres  each,  "south  of  Walker's  line,  on  the  middle  fork 
of  Wolf  river  (creek)."  Jillson  states  that  Jr.  Walker  rai^the  boundary 
line  between  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  1779-173-,  6-10  miles  off."  The 
tract  of  land  held  by  Henry  Helm  may  have  been  at  one  time  in  Tennessee 
and  later  in  Kentucky. 

After  Kentucky  became  a  state  in  1792  any  man  of  21  with  a  family 
could  acquire  100-200  acres  by  survey  and  living  on  it  a  year. 

Henry  Helm  after  his  appearance  in  hentucny,  lived  there  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  chiefly  in  .Russell  county,  or  as  earlier  called 
Adair  county  or  Cumberland  county.  He  died  in  Russell  county.  He 

probably  lived  in  the  same  locality  during  the  records  of  his  presence 

in  Cumberland  and  ^dair  counties.  Russell  county  was  formed  from  Auair, 
Cumberland  and  Wayne  counties,  its  first  records  in  132b.  From  132o  on, 
henry  Helm  and  his  sons  appear  in  Russell  county  tax  lists. 

The  lO^O  census  lists  Henry  Helm's  elder  children  as  "age  08,  93, 

and  94,  born  in  Virginia."  But  his  son  Bartholomew  is  listed  "age  48, 

born  1302  in  Kentucky."  Thus  at  some  time  during  the  years  between  1796 
and  1002  Henry  Helm  probably  came  from  Virginia  to  Kentucky;  or  perhaps 
first  to  East  Tennessee,  thence  to  Kentucky,  which  seems  the  usual  route 
of  migration.  However,  he  may  nave  come  earlier.  A  person  "born  in 
Virginia"  may  nave  been  born  on  soil  that  is  now  Kentucky,  since  Kentucky 
was  a  part  of  Virginia  until  statehood  1792. 

According  to  family  tradition,  Henry  Helm  was  born  in  England. 

When  he  was  a  mere  lad  he  "went  to  town  with  an  ox  cart  and  there  was 
seized  by  sailors  and  forced  on  boardship,  where  he  'was  forced  to  serve. 
Later,  when  the  ship  was  in  American  port,  he  deserted  and  fought  on 
the  side  of  the  colonists."  This  story  is  certainly  logical  enough  to  be 
true;  such  events  occurred  frequently.  proof  of  the  truth  of  the  tradi¬ 
tion  is  that  in  1836  he  applied  for  a  land  bounty  for  service  in  the 
Revolutionary  war.  The  8th  annual  report  of  the  Library  hoard  of  the 
Virginia  State  Library,  lylO-ll  gives  a  "list  of  Virginia  Revolutionary 
Soldiers,"  which  includes  the  name  of  Henry  Helm  R.C.  (The  letters 
R  C  mean  rejected  claim).  In  reply  to  inquiry,  tne  Library  reported  that 
in  the  "Rejected  Claim"  file  is  the  name  of  Henry  Helm  arid  a  memo  note, 
"papers  ret'd  to  claimant,  1636";  further,  that  this  record  "was  taken 
from  a  manuscript  index  to  a  collection  of  loose  manuscript  applications 
for  land  bounty  grants  rejected  by  the  government."  Lack  of  proof  was 
doubtless  the  ground  for  rejection.  In  those  days  of  sketchy  records,  it 
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would  be  surprising  if  Henry  Helm  could  have  produced  proof  of 
service  50  years  after  the  end  of  the  Revolutionary  war.  But  on  the 
strength  of  his  statement  that  he  served,  he  is  listed  as  a  Revolutionary 
war  soldier  by  Eckenrod  and  Wathmey.  However,  the  BAR  has  not  yet 
chosen  to  accept  his  claim. 

Henry  Helm  married  B'-rbara  Everhart.  Aside  from  a  large  family  of 
children  she  produced,  her  name  is  ner  entire  history  to  date.  There  is 
no  record  of  a  daughter  named  Barbara,  and  only  one  grand  daughter  was 
called  Barbara.  The  name  Everhart  (or  Eberhart)  does  not  appear  often 
in  records  of  her  region  anu  time.  In  I85O,  according  to  the  U.S.  census, 
Barbara's  son  Bartholomew  Helm  was  giving  a  home  to  nis  mother-in-law 
Mary  A.  Belk  (nee  Mary  Anna  TacKett),  and  it  was  this  Mary  Anna  (Tacnett) 
Belk  who  left  to  posterity  the  name  of  Barbara  Everhart.  This  meager 
record  of  her  was  written  down  in  December,  189^+  by  Alice  (Vaughan)  Sharp, 
Barbara's  great-granddaughter. 

The  following  records  might  or  might  not  be  concerned  with  the 
Barbara  Everhart  of  this  genealogy:

This  is  probably  an  error,  since  the  couple  must 
have  corne  to  Kentucky  to  tame  up  tne  bounty  land,  about 
1806  ,  or  approximately  the  time  tnat  henry  Helm  came. 

Or  pci- haps  Jacob  Antle  did  not  bring  his  family  to 
Kentucky  until  much  later.  Katherine  wasold  enough  to 
have  been  married  when  her  father  Henry  Helm  left  Virginia. 
But  a  son  25  years  old  in  1850  "born  in  Virginia"  would 
indicate  tnat  Jacob  Antle's  family  did  not  come  to  Kentucky 
before  1825,  certainly  a  late  date.  However,  it  is  always 
to  be  remembered  that  Kentucky  was  Virginia  before  staoehood.

Some  information  regarding  the  original  Belks  of  South  ana  North 
Carolina,  gathered  from  Ruth  Meacham,  Fort  Sill,  S.  Car.  in  1942;  and 
Daisy  Belk  i-.attox,  Salisbury,  N.  Car.  the  same  year. 

The  original  John  Belk  Esq.  came  to  America  from  England  aboux  1740. 

An  ax  head  found  in  South  Carolina,  witn  the  name  John  Belk,  1/60, 

England,  was  presumed  to  have  been  brought  by  him  to  America. 

According  to  old  records  he  was  granted  land  in  North  Carolina  as 
early  as  1762.  In  the  Land  Grant  Office,  Raleigh,  N.  Carolina,  are  numer¬ 
ous  lard  grants  to  him,  in  John,  Lincoln,  and  i  ecklenburg  counties. 

According  to  family  tradition  his  wife  was  mary  Ann  Muckle  .  In  iiis 
will,  on  file  in  Mecklenburg  county,  Charlotte,  N.  Car.  (Will  Book  A, 
page  104,  date  1604)  he  names  "wife  Mary  Ann"  and  seven  children:

Miriam  R.  Rieves,  Gilmore,  Ark.  wrote  in  1932  that  her  information 
as  to  Belks  was  "what  my  mother  told  me  ana  what  a  cousin  has  added.  Our 
Belks  were  originally  two  brotners  who  went  from  Wales,  England  to 
Manchester,  thence  to  America,  about  17^0,  landing  at  Charleston.  One 
went  on  into  North  Carolina,  and  the  other  settled  in  what  is  now 
Darlington,  S.  Carolina,  about  100  miles  from  Charleston;  and  tnat  our 
Belks  descended  from  the  Belk  who  settled  in  Soutn  Carolina."  She  named 
William  Belk  of  Kershaw  county,  South  Carolina.,  who  left  a  will  naming 
son  Britton  and  Daughter  Nisey. 

It  will  be  noticed  tnat  the  feminine  name  nisey  or  Nicey  occurs  in 
Doth  families,  as  it  does  in  the  John  Belk.  family  first  record  of  whom 
is  in  Kentucky,  the  subject  of  this  genealogy,  who  married  Mary  Anna 
Tackett.  (See  pu^.e  70  b) 

Mrs.  Wilma  Martin  piles  of  Piedmont,  Mo.  wrote  mat  in  the  N.  Carolina 
Genealogical  References  by  Draughon,  1936,  appears  "Isaac  Morris  Sr. 
married  Susan  Tackett,  1766,"  and  Isaac  Moris  Jr.  born  1793  married 
Susan  Worman,  lol7 , "  Buncombe  county,  Ashville ,  W.  Carolina.  She 
reported  also  that  Isaac  Moris  is  listed  in  the  1790  census  as  "neaa  of 
family"  in  h.  Carolina.  And  further,  "T-dese  people  drifted  from  N.  Car¬ 
olina  to  Tennessee  and  some  to  north-west  Arkansas."

Tne  following  list  of  descendants  of  Barbara  Belk  McKinley  and 
William  Belk  was  supplied  by  Pearl  Finley  of  Brazil,  Clay  county, 

Indiana,  wno  wrote  in  19^2: 

Dates  given, in  this  history  came  from  old  Bible  records  of  my 
grandparents,  from  my  parents'  cible ,  and  from  c.  y  own  copying  of  original 
gravestone  records.  The  oiole  of  my  great-grandparents,  William  and 
Betsy  Belk,  snow  birth  and  marriage  dates  for  tnemselves,  names  of  tneir 
parents,  ana  birth  dates  of  their  children.  This  bibie  is  still  in 
possession  of  the  grandchildren  in  tnis  county. 

William  Belk,  his  wife,  their  son  Jan.es  ana  their  daughter  Prudence 
Belk  Carpenter  with  her  baby  son  are  ail  ouried  in  the  old  helk  family 
plot  on  tne  euge  of  Putnam  county,  Ind .  rill  graves  are  legibly  married. 

The  McKinleys  came  first  to  Clay  county,  Ind.  from  Kentucky,  about 
1$2^> .  In  1G25  George  Greene  McKinley's  brother-in-law  William  Belk  fol¬ 
lowed  the  McKinleys,  bringing  his  wife  and  two  small  daughters .  Tney  made 
the  journey  through  tne  wilderness,  the  mo  trier  and  children  riding  one 
norse ,  the  fatner  pushing  their  possessions  in  a  cart.  These  little 
girls  were  Sarah  Anne,  b  years  old  (my  grandmother  Finley)  and  prudence, 

2  years  old.  The  Belks  settled  in  tne  we.-t  ed  e  if  Putnam  county,  just 
east  of  Clay  county.  Their  live  sons  were  born  tnere:  Greene,  William  Jr 
benjamin  Franklin,  Cyrus  Francis,  ana  Johnnie.  The  last  two  died  ruite 
young. 

When  the  McKinleys  and  William  Belks  cane  into  Indiana,  tney  seem  to 
have  lost  track  of  those  left  behind  in  Kentucky,  pernaps  oecause  of  ex¬ 
pense  and  difficulty  of  travel  or  communication.  Then  William  ne.lk  aim 
wife  Betsy  Bolen  died  within  the  same  week  leaving  a  family  of  cniluren 
50  rustle  for  themselves  at  an  early  age.  My  granamotner,  Sarah  Anne 
Belk.  Finley,  who  had  married  bui  a  snort  time  before  took  her  youngest 
brothers  in  her  home  until  they  were  old  enough  to  hire  out  to  otners. 

The  History  of  this  county  shows  that  tne  i.chinleys,  in  contrast  to 
the  Belk  family,  brought  consiueraole  casn  with  them  from  Kentucky,  for 
very  early  they  set  up  a  country  store  in  one  room  01  their  house,  a 
brick  house,  first  of  its  kind  in  this  part  of  Indiana.  The  goods  for1 
this  primitive  store  had  to  be  brought  by  ox  team  through  heavy  forests 

all  the  way  from  Cincinnati  or  Madison,  Ind.  on  the  Ohio  river,  a 

tedious,  hazardous,  and  expensive  journey.  A  little  later,  McKinley 
•erected  the  first  tavern  or  inn  on  tne  Cumberland  or  National  highway 
wnen  that  road  was  opened  through  Ciaj  county.  Into  one  room  of  this 
inn  he  removed  his  store.  The  brick  section  of  this  old  inn  still  stands 

on  the  south  side  of  tne  road,  5'A  miles  east  of-  Brazil,  and  is  now  used 

as  an  antique  shop.  At  tnis  inn  my  grancimotner  Sarah  Belk  Finley  worked 
with  ner  cousin  Mary  McKinley  and  her  sister  Eliza.  Tnere  tnese 
pioneer  girls  met  many  notaoles  of  that  day,  President  Van  Buren, 

Henry  Clay  and  others. 
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Hunter's  History  of  north  Carolina  shows  the  progenitor  of  all  the 
Belks  in  America  was  one  John  Belk,  Esq.  who  came  from  England  to 
America  in  174-5.,  ana  settlea  on  Buffalo  creek,  Union  county,  N.  Carolina. 
His  will  is  on  file  in  Mecklenburg  county,  at  Charlotte,  11 .  Car.  The 
well  known  merchant  William  Henry  Belk  of  Charlotte  is  descended  from 
this  John  Belk  Esq.  of  1745.
